Mayor’s Address. 


GENTLEMEN OF THE City CoUNCIL :— 


The past year has been a period of exceptional industrial 
depression, and one in which ordinary municipal burdens 
would have seemed unusually heavy. As a matter of fact the 
weight of these burdens was absolutely, as well as relatively, 
greater than in preceeding years, and the tax-payer’s complaint 
was more than ordinarily serious and sincere. We shall dis- 
appoint the people’s expectations if we fail to bear these facts 
in mind. On the other hand, it would be idle to refuse to 
look in the face the conditions that confront us and to seek to 
deceive the public with promises of tax reduction impossible 
of fulfilment. I do not see how any material decrease in our 
municipal expenditure can reasonably be looked for at present. 
The greater part of the increase in the budget of 1896 over 
that of the preceding year was in the debt and interest 
account, which will show no diminution for the coming year. 
Our debt will steadily increase until completion of the school 
buildings now in process. The appropriations made last year 
for ordinary expenses, though in some instances larger than: 
before, do not seem excessive in view of the city's growth and 
of the increased demand for public improvements and con- 
veniences which that growth has naturally entailed. Weshall 
not be justified in seeking for ourselves a fleeting reputation 
for extreme economy at the expense of coming years. 

Our wiser policy would seem to be, not to neglect the city's 
reasonable needs, but to decline to enter on any experimental . 
project that would impose on the people an additional burden 
of debt and which ean be postponed until its need is more ap- 
parent. lt has been suggested that the city provide itself an 
electric lighting plant, a step which I should regret to see 
taken. Iam skeptical of any benefits arising from the proposal, 
particularly in view of the statutory regulations governing 
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municipal lighting, and believe that we shall do better to wait 
until a longer experience of those cities which are now making 
the experiment furnishes a clearer test of its desirability. In 
any case, a trial would be expensive, and until our school- 
houses are finished and our school debt funded we should try 
to avoid opening a new debt account. For the same reason, I 
should be reluctant to approve a plan for paving North street. 
Such a measure has, I know, been somewhat strongly urged, 
but it has also been strongly opposed by citizens whose judg- 
ment and experience entitle their opinions to weight. Until 
there shall be a more substantial accord in the views of the 
local public on this question, we may well hesitate to indulge 
in the costly luxury of pavement. Macadam roads, when well 
made and kept in proper repair, offer many advantages and 
need not be very expensive to maintain. Those that we have, 
have not, unfortunately, been kept in proper repair, and the 
surfaces of many of them have been allowed to become so 
thoroughly wasted and impaired as to render them almost 
intolerable. If you shall succeed in devising some means of 
supplying the want that has been so painfully apparent in this 
respect, you will perform a useful service to the city. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENT.

Disregarding the temporary loans, which are to be paid from 
the overdue taxes for 1896, and comparing our condition with 
that of a year ago,—disregarding for the same reason the tem- 
porary loans then unpaid,—we find a net increase in the city's 
total indebtedness of $111,950.00. This is wholly due to our 
expenditure for new schoolhouses. The water debt remains 
where it was a year ago} for while we have issued notes 
aggregating $19,000 to pay extensions of the water mains, we 
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have paid on account of our water debt the same sum of 
$19,000, which we are required by existing laws to pay 
annually towards extinction of the water debt, and which is 
$11,000 in excess of the amount paid for similar purposes in 
previous years The sewer debt during the past year has been 
reduced by $22,000.00.

THE NEW SCHOOLHOUSES. 


The action of the city council in 1895 definitely committed 
the city to the policy of carrying the four new school buildings 
to completion in substantial accordance with the designs then 
accepted. It was the endeavor of the committee in charge of 
the new school buildings last year to make such minor modifica- 
tions in the accepted plans as should lessen the cost without 
impairing the strength or architectural fitness of the structures, 
Further than this it was not found practicable to go. The de- 
sign of the new high school has been particularly subject to 
criticism on the part of the tax-payers as they have begun to 
realize the magnitude of its ultimate cost. Early last year, at 
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the time when its foundations were ordered rebuilt, it was 
suggested that it might be advisable to abandon the proposed 
structure and to begin anew on a radically different and much 
less costly plan. The committee gave careful thought to this 
suggestion, and found that because of contracts already made 
and of the large amount of material specially designed for the 
contemplated building, and at that time either finished or in 
` process, the proposed change would be likely to result in a, 
. comparatively small saving in money and in an immense sac- 
rifice of beauty and convenience, while necessarily diminishing 
the capacity of the school. It seemed to the committee that, 
whether wisely or unwisely, the city had then gone too far to 
retreat, and that the sole useful functions of the committee 
was to use its best efforts towards insuring strict performance 
of existing contracts. 

W hat seems to have been an unfortunate feature of the high 
school situation was that the contract for its construction 
should have been let and work begun on the building under an 
appropriation, which, in view of the plans adopied, was absurdly 
inadequate. The general impression was that the building 
was to cost no more than the $135,000 appropriated, and the 
$30,000 addition which the council of last year was forced to 
make came as an unpleasant surprise to a large part of the 
public. The same thing was true of the additional appropria- 
tion of $9,000 for the Elizabeth street school. By those, how- 
ever, who had thoughtfully considered the situation these 
additional appropriations were foreseen to be inevitable. A 
year ago, in my message to the city council, I tried to make it 
clear that in order to render the buildings fit for occupancy 
provision must be made for heating, plumbing. and other costly 
incidentals, thus largely swelling the ultimate cost. It is to 
be hoped that we may be able to complete the unfinished 
schools without any material addition to the present appro- 
priations, but the money appropriated has been borrowed from 
time to time only as required and there still remains, under ` 
existing appropriations, a considerable sum to be added to the 
school debt. 

The six-room grammar school at West and John streets has 
been an ill fated building. The contract for its construction 
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was let in 1895 to the Enterprise Company, of New York, 
which subsequently became insolvent and went into the hands 
of a receiver. Owing to the Company's financial. embarrass- 
ment, its officers were unable to devote sufficient time to 
supervision of the work and were without sufficient funds to 
pay for labor and materials. Progress of construction was 
delayed, much faulty work was done, and the building was m- 
sufficiently guarded from the weather. Early last year it was ' 
insufficiently guarded from the weather. Early last year it 
was found that frost had shattered the walls and that the 
structure would have to be substantially rebuilt. The Enter- 
prise Company's contract was cancelled, and proposals invited 
for taking down and rebuilding the schoolhouse, using what- 
ever materials on hand might be found suitable for the pur- 
pose, according to the original design, modified however, by a 
list of changes in the specifications which was formulated by 
the building committee with a view to cheapening the cost. 
The new contract was awarded to N. L. Cain, of Holyoke, who 
did admirable work in building the Elizabeth street school- 
house, but who has, I regret to say, disappointed the commit- 
tee by the slow progress he has made in rebuilding the West 
Street school. It has been found necessary to take down and 
rebuild the entire outside walls, but all but inconsiderable por- 
tions of the interior walls have been saved. 

Work on the high school was suspended during the winter 
of 1896 ; and when the time drew near for its resumption the 
foundation walls appeared defective. The contractors con- 
tended that they had fulfilled the letter of the specifications, 
and the committee, feeling that the foundation is the last 
point where it is safe to take risks, sought expert advice. The 
experts consulted, among whom were Prof. Greene of Troy and 
Engineer Tower, of Dalton, were unanimous in condemnation 
of the foundations. Acting on this advice the committee 
ordered the foundations removed and rebuilt in a manner sat- 
isfactory to the experts. lI am glad to be able to say that, 
sinee then, the work has for the most part proceeded in a 
satisfactory manner. 

The building committee of last vear early reached the con- 
clusion that the unfortunate conditions I have described in 
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relation to the West street and High schools would not have 
been likely to occur if the city had arranged from the outset to 
employ a competent expert to supervise their construction. 
With the hope of avoiding similar disaster thereafter the com- 
mittee enlisted the aid of Mr. Bedell, whose useful service to 
the committee and whose personal interest and zeal in the 
city’s behalf it gives me pleasure to commend, and who, I 
trust, will continue to assist us until the two remaining build- 
ings are completed. I am aware that there are those who 
criticise this arrangement and who grumble over payment of a 
salary for inspection, but I am thoroughly convinced that this 
view is short-sighted and that few expenditures which the city 
makes are so productive of economical results as a reasonable 
allowance for efficient supervision. When we consider the 
magnitude of our appropriations for new schoolhouses, the 
number and complexity of the technical questions involved in 
the contracts relating to them, and the importance of getting 
the full value of the money we are so lavishly spending, it 
seems to me folly to grudge the very mcderate salary that we 
employ to such good advantage. 

The city’s total debt for these four school houses can be only 
approximately estimated at present. We have, first, the 
grammar school at Russell’s, which has been completed and 
occupied since the beginning of the fall term, and has cost in 
all $31,755.30. Of this total, $805.30 was paid last month out 
of the appropriation for current miscellaneous expenses, leav- 
ing a balance to be carried to the school debt of $30,950. 
Next comes the Elizabeth street school, which has also been 
occupied since the beginning of the fall term, and whi:h has 
cost to date $36,937.16. There stil remain balances un- 
adjusted on several contracts relating to this building, and the - 
city has not yet bought and put in place the electric motor 
which is a necessary part of its ventilating system. It is be- 
lieved that these matters can be arranged without exceeding 
the appropriation of $39,000. "The total appropriations for the 
unfinished West street school amount to $34,000, and those for 
the High school, exelusive of money borrowed for its site, to 
$163,000. A loan of $1400 has been authorized for furniture 
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for the Russell’s school and one of $1500 for the Elizabeth 


street school. 
The school debt will therefore be something as follows :— -

In addition to the foregoing we shall have to provide for fur- 
niture for the West street and High schools, and the latter is 
likely to be a very considerable item.  Pittsfield's general debt 
limit to-day is $340,000, and it appears that this school account 
will bring us perilously near that limit. Irecommend an early 
application to the legislature for the passage of an act which 
shall authorize usto fund this debt and shall exempt it, say to 
the amount of $300,000, from the provision of law limiting the 
city’s indebtedness. I suggest this latter provision not for the 
purpose of enabling us to plunge recklessly into debt on some 
other aecount, but in order that we may not be left helpless, 
with impaired credit, in the event of such contingencies as 
might easily arise. | 


WATER SUPPLY. 


The abundant rainfalls of the past season dispelled the fears 
of a possible water famine entertained something over a year 
ago. We seem now to have no reason to apprehend immediate 
danger, but I am inclined to renew the suggestion made in my 
last annual message that we should take advantage of present 
favorable conditions (o devise a plan for ultimate enlargement 
of the water systenr and thus avoid the risk at having some 
hastily considered and costly expedient foreed upon us by 
pressure of imminent want. Should it be found practicable to 
enlarge the water shed of Ashley Lake by diverting surface 
waters that now run to waste in other directions and so 
materially to increase our storage capacity, we should gain 
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results impossible to obtain in any other way for anything like 
the same expenditure. I believe this project, if proved feasi- 
ble, would receive the sanction of the State board of health. 
Before passing on the question, however, that board will 
require information on three points to be determined by sur- 
veys,—the capacity of Ashley Lake, the area of its present 
water shed and the area of such adjoining territory as can be 
made tributary to it. The first question has been answered by 
surveys made within the year. and the present capacity of the 
lake found to be 241,000,000 gallons. I recommend that the 
two remaining questions be determined without delay. 

A step of first importance in development of the system is - 


-an enlargement of the distributing reservoir. Engineering 


estimates made last year indicate that a stone dam ten feet 
higher than the present one can be built at an approximate 
cost of $30,000, with a storage capacity of about 8,500,000 gal- 
lons ; and that an earth da'n with stone core oan be built at a 
similar height, but lower down the stream, at an approximate 
cost of $35,000 and with a capacity of 13,000,000 gallons. The 
capacity of the present reservoir is about 1,000,000 gallons or 
less than a day’s supply. Whether or not it is deemed advis- 
able to begin actual work of this kind this year, I think deter- 
mination of the best measure to adopt and the disposal of 
necessary preliminaries ought not to be further postponed. 

The legislature of 1896 authorized the city to appropriate the 
waters of May and Smith brooks, in the west part of the city, 
and residents of West street have requested the city council to 
accept the act and take the waters. To be of service to build- 
ings on further West street, the dam on either of these streams 
would be so much higher than our other dams as to require a 
pressure regulator for connection with our present system ; 
and, since storage on these brooks is impracticable, and thei 
daily flow is small in dry seasons. appropriation of their waters 
would furnish an insignificant addition to the city’s general 
supply. There is on the other hand the consideration that the 
project seems to offer the only practicable means of furnishing 
water to the property in the westerly part of the city. The 
estimated cost of taking May brook, exclusive of land damages, 
is $21,000. 
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SEW AGE DISPOSAL. 


The state board of health, in approving our new sewerage 
system, directed that on or before June Ist, 1900, some method 
of disposing of the sewage should be adopted in place of 
discharging it into the river. ‘The report of the board of 
public works will no doubt deal somewhat fully with this 
problem. It is important that whatever system is finally 
chosen shall be such as to give permanent satisfaction, since a 
large expenditure will necessarily be involved. Investigation 
of various methods in use elsewhere and comparison of their 
respective advantages, ought not to be postponed much 
longer. 


UNFINISHED HIGHWAY WORK. 


Certain highway improvements were undertaken last year 
which await completion at our hands, The plan of improve- 
ment adopted for Pontoosuc avenue in 1895 provided for work 
the ‘cost of which was estimated at $11,000, exclusive of 
claims made for land damages. Only a small part was done 
that year and the city council of 1896 was unwilling to con- 
tinue on what seemed the needlessly costly plan contemplated. 
After hearing the parties interested, a new grade was estab- 
lished less expensive to work, and wavers of land damage 
were obtained from the abutters, except in one or two instan- 
- ces where agreements were made for raising houses in con- 
- formity with the new grade. About $3,200 was spent last 
‘year, and the work accomplished to date consists mainly of a 
new steel bridge over the river, an iron cylinder and wing 
walls at the canal, provision for surface drainage, raising the 
houses mentioned above, and a limited amount of work on the 
street itself. Something like $1,500 will probably be required 
this year to put the street in final shape. 

$1,750 was expended in regrading and widening Peck’s road 


`» from Wahconah street to Peck’s lower mill. The traveled 


road was formerly far at one side of the legal location of the 
street and is ncw restored to a centre location. It will proba- 
bly cost from $1,000 to $1,200 to continue this work as far as 
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Lake avenue, to which point the land owners and residents on 
the street are anxious to have the improvement extended.. 
This estimate includes no provision for substituting new 
bridges for the somewhat narrow ones now in place. 

Residents of High street and of Dawes and Appleton 
avenues have urged that some expenditure be made on those 
streets, particularly near their intersection with one another. 
Present conditions there are certainly susceptible of improve- 
ment and I shall be glad if some plan can be devised satisfac- 
tury to the parties interested and capable of being carried out 
at moderate cost. 


POLICE STATION. 


The present accommodations of the police station are insuf- 
ficient for the reasonable needs of the department. Its 
available space is entirely too small, and many indispensable 
conveniences are lacking. The reports of the chief of police 
and of the city physician will explain in detail the conditions 
which have long been unsatisfactory, and have become intol- 
erable with the annually increasing number of arrests. Last 
year nearly four thousand tramps were lodged at the station. 
The chief and his officers have borne the situation with com- 
mendable patience, and the efficiency of their service is doubly 
creditable in view of the discomforts and annoyances to 
which they are subjected. I believe that any citizen who will 
take the trouble to inspect the station house wil! be convinced 
of the imperative need of its enlargement and suitable equip- 
ment. I recommend your early consideration of the matter. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


I recommend revision of the city ordinance regulating the 
fire department. During the past year I have become thor- 
oughly convinced that the board of engineers is a feature of 
the system which may advantageously be dispensed with. 
The efficiency and discipline of the department can best be 
promoted by placing its immediate government under the 
charge of a single officer, who shall be made directly responsi- 
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ble to the fire department committee and the city council. 
The present system imposes a divided responsibility and 
makes it difficult, in case of mismanagement, to enable the 
city council justly to apportion the blame. With a single 
head, responsibility can readily be fixed, and the results ob- 
tained from the department as a whole can be made a decisive 
test of the fitness and capacity of its chief to an extent that 
is now impracticable and unjust, when authority is divided 
among a board of four members. I do not intend to criticize 
the personal conduct or to question the ability of the present 
members of the board of engineers. It is the system itself 
which is at fault. I venture to say that the police department 
could never have attained its present admirable state of dis- 
cipline and usefulness had its immediate government, instead 
of being entrusted to a single officer, been vested in a board 
consisting of a chief and several assistants. I recommend a 
revision of the ordinance, that shall provide for a chief engi- 
neer, who shall be required to devote his entire time to the 
duties of his office, and for one assistant engineer, or deputy, 
who shall take the chief's place when the latter is ausent, and 
act as his lieutenant when present. There seems to be no 
reasons why the functions now exercised in case of fires by 
the assistant engineers, may not very well devolve upon the 
foremen or captains of the several companies, whose office 
would thus be increased in responsibility and importance. 

The system I suggest is now in successful operation in many 
cities of the Commonwealth, and the tendency appears to have 
been toward substituting it for the older methods in those 
cities whose ordinances have received recent revision. In for- 
mer years, when the department consisted of a few companies 
composed wholly of volunteers, and each with its representa- 
tive on the board of engineers, the existing arrangement was 
appropriate, and even necessary, and the board practically con- 
stituted a representative committee for the management of 
the department. 

But in view of the growth of the department and of its 
present status as an important branch of our municipal ser- 
vice, a board of engineers appears to me an obsolete institu- 
tion. Since the city council, and especially the mayor and 
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aldermen, are responsible to the people for effective results 
from the department, it is eminently desirable to diminish all 
possible occasion of needless complication. I recommend 
your early consideration of this matter, in order that, if the 
suggestion I make shall commend itself to your approval, pro- 
vision may be made for putting it in operation early in the 
present year. 


ELECTRIC WIRES. 


Last year an ordinance authorizing underground conduits 
for the maintenance of electric wires received the sanction of 
the aldermen, but failed to meet the approval of the common 
council. The system has been successfully tried in many of 
the Massachusetts cities, and offers so many apparent advan- 
tages that I am disposed to suggest your consideration of the 
matter. Perhaps the ordinance reported last year can be so 
modified as to meet some of the objections offered to its pas- 
sage. Whatever action may be deemed wise in relation to 
underground conduits, I recommend, in view of the increasing 
number of overhead wires, the adoption of regulations similar 
to those in force in many other cities, designed to prevent in- 
terference between wires maintained by different compauies 
and to promote public safety. 


CHARTER REVISION. 


There seems to be astrong public sentiment in favor of revis- 
ing the city charter. I think it capable of decided improvement 
by radical alteration, but I believe so thoroughly that the 
preparation of a satisfactory draft is a task requiring very 
considerable time, a large amount of patient study, deliberate 
consideration and full discussion, that I should vastly prefer 
retention of the present charter, with all its faults, to the 
adoption of some hastily drawn substitute. Continual tin- 
kering at the charter is highly undesirable; when a new one 
is determined on, it should be so drawn as to offer some pros- 
pect of reasonable permanence; and no revision is likely to 
prove satisfactory for any considerable length of time unless 
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public opinion is freely consulted during its preparation and 
is in substantial agreement as to its main features. 


CONCLUSION. 


. As agents of the people our aim should be to carry out the 
people’s wishes. To ascertain these correctly is a matter of 
some difficulty. Our citizens are by no means a unit on ques- 
tions of municipal policy and it is not always easy to distin- 
guish the wiser public sentiment from that which is hasty and 
ill considered. Whatever agencies may operate to put us 
from time to time more closely in touch with public opinion 
as to the important questions with which we have to deal, 
should tend to make those questions easier for our solution. 
It has been suggested that the local board of trade might, in 
some degree, co-operate with the city government. Person- 
ally I shall be glad. at any time to confer with committees of 
that board and with representatives of other organizations and 
enterprises concerned in Pittsfield’s industrial and municipal de- 
velopment. Such, I have no doubt, will be the disposition of the 
several council committees. The main problems of muncipal 
administration are purely business problems, and the counsel . 
of men experienced in affairs should aid us in attacking them. 
Besides the practical assistance we might hope for from sucha 
practice, it should tend to stimulate the people’s interest in 
questions of local government and to enlarge their intelligent 
perception of them. It should tend to lessen the volume of 
undiscriminating and unmerited criticism, so freely bestowed 
on city officers and councils. We can hardly expect wholly to 
avoid errors, and intelligent criticism, however distasteful, 
will no doubt be wholesome for us; but that kind of criticism 
which is based on misconception of facts and ignorance of con- 
ditions will neither accumplish much towards helping us mend 
our ways nor contribute anything of value to the development 
. of municipal science. Since a proper administration of our 
trust is of direct concern to the citizens, is it not fitting that 
we should bespeak their encouragement and support; should 
seek to enlist their active assistance in place of indifference or 
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hostility ; and should urge their co-operation, so far as may be, 
in furtherance of the common interest we have at heart in the 
advancement of Pittsfield’s material well-being and in the pre- 
servation of her good repute ?

School Committee’s Report. 


————- ————— 


To the Muyor and City Council of Pittsfield : 

The School Committee of Pittsfield having accepted the ap- 
pended Report of the Superintendent of Schools for the year 
1896, respectfully refers your honorable body to said report 
for all details of school attendance, work, and management. 

The completion and occupation of two of the new school 
buildings have afforded complete relief from overcrowding at 
those points, and when the ill-starred Briggs building shall be 
completed, relief will come to the crowds of children at the 
Linden Street Building. 

The schools at Stearnsville were closed during several 
weeks of the fall term by order of the Board of Health on ac- 
count of diphtheria. The schools at the Fenn Street Build- 
ing are at present closed by order of the same Board and for 
the same reason. 

Of course this summary closing of the schools is attended 
by great. loss and damage, pecuniary and educational, and if 
necessary in the interest of the public health is to be borne 
with becoming fortitude. But if such vigorous and energetic 
measures are needful as a last resort, why not obviate the 
necessity for them by the prompt and complete isolation of 
the first cases that show evidence of the disease? 

Being only laymen, we make this suggestion with diffidence. 

We are informed that the Board of Health claims that it 
has no power to enforce such isolation and no funds at its dis- 
posal to secure the ends for which the Board is created. 

When diphtheria showed itself in the city of Salem, the 
city placed upon every infected house a proper notice, placed 
a guard over it, cutting off all ingress and egress, and supplied 
food to the inmates. Either the Salem Board of Health 
greatly exceeded its legitimate powers, or our Board is too 
modest in its assertion of authority, if, as may fairly be as- 
suined, they act under the same statutes. 
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The question of the establishment of one or more public 
Kindergartens has been before this Committee for several 
years. The success attending two schools of this character in 
this city, one maintained at the expense of its patrons, the 
other by the Pittsfield Kindergarten Association, cominends 
them to candid consideration. “ ‘The Kindergarten lies at the 
foundation of all education,” said Pres. Hyde a few days ago 
in a public address on the Province of the Public School. So 
say prominent educators all over the land. This very week, 
on the notable occasion of the 86th birthday of the Hon. 
Henry Barnard of Conn., the first Commissioner of Education 
in America, among the many things said in his honor by the 
many distinguished men there present, and regarded as espec- 
ially to his credit, was the fact that he was the first to intro- 
duce the Kindergarten to the attention of ‘the American 


public. 
These schools haye been established in many cities, and 


wherever established they maintain their hold on the public. 
favor. In our sister city of Springfield some of these schools 
form a part of the public school system, and the public de- 
mand for them outruns the city’s appropriation for this pur- 
pose, and an association has recently been formed to supple- 
ment the provision for these schools. 

We therefore believe we are acting for the best interests of 
this city in recommending an appropriation of — dollars 
for the equipment and maintenance of one or more public 
Kindergartens. 

It is estimated that for the maintenance of the public 
schools during the year 1897, including salaries of teachers, 
care of the school buildings, fuel, books, supplies, transporta- 
tion of pupils, and incidental expenses the sum Of 79,000 
dollars is needed, and we accordingly ask for the appropria- 
tion of that sum for that purpose.

MINORITY REPORT. 
. To the Mayor and City Council of Pittsfield : 


The undersigned members of the School Committee of 
Pittsfield, while in cordial agreement with the majority of said 
Committee on all other matters, beg to submit the following 
considerations in regard to the question of the Kindergarten. 


1. It appears from the Report of the Superintendent of 
Schools, and from the Report of the majority of the School 
Committee that in order properly to carry on the work of our 
Public Schools, as at present constituted, an increase of $6000 in 
your annual appropriation is considered necessary. 


2. It also appears that even with this increased appropria- 
tion, viz: $79,000, as against $73,000 for 1896, we shall be 
unable to pay the teachers in the lower grades as high wages 
as are paid in other cities of corresponding size, valuation, 
and school membership in Massachusetts. 


3. On the completion of the High School Building it will 
become necessary for the city to make an additional appro- 
priation for furnishing it, to the estimated amount of at least 
$5000. 


4. It further appears from the Superintendent’s report that 
the Linden St. School is in a crowded condition; and that in a 
large number of our rooms there is a larger number of pupils 
than can be most advantageously cared for by one teacher. 


9. It therefore appears to us that, for the present, it is 
wiser rather to direct our efforts to increasing the efficiency of 
the schools we have, than to add to the number of grades, a 
Kindergarten grade. Even if only one suca Kindergarten 
should be equipped and maintained, it would involve an ex- 
penditure of about $1500 per annum. 
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We cannot understand, if $7900 is necessary for the main- 
tenance of our present schools at their present standard, how 
a new and costly system of sub-primary education can be 
added, without detracting from the efficiency of our present 
schools. And in the present period of business depression we 
feel that the schools of Pittsfield as they are now constituted 
can be better managed upon an appropriation of even 877,000 
without a Kindergarten annex, than they can be for $79,000, 
if the Kindergarten system must also be supported. 

At the time when we yielded to the arguments of other 
members of the School Committee as far as to vote with them 
that an appropriation of $79,000 was needed, we had no inti- 
mation that the increase from last year's appropriation was 
desired in order to enable the Committee to inaugurate the 
Kindergarten system ; and now that we havelearned that fact, 
we submit it as our belief that it will be wiser for your Board 
to make the appropriation for Public Schools for 1897 $77,000, 
unless you are convinced that it is imperative at this time to 
enter upon the experiment of Free Kindergartens, and thus 
commit the city to a policy certain to entail within a few years 
avery great expense. 

We have entered into no contention regarding the Kinder- 
garten system itself, but have merely argued against the 
expediency of adopting it as a part of our system of Public 
Instruction the present year. 

Nevertheless, we feel that the Kindergarten, as a part of a 
regular publie school system. is still on trial. 

While it is doubtless of great value in the case of children 
who have no suitable homes. and whose parents are incapable 
of giving them proper care and training, we are not yet con- 
vinced that so large a proportion of Pittsfield homes are un- 
suitable places for their own children as to require the estab- 
lishment of à svstem of public nurseries in which four-year- 
old babies must be amused and instructed in order to guard 
them against the contamination of the street. 

We are not convinced that it may not prove the wiser plan 
to introduce the best methods and elements of the Kindergar- 
ten into the lower grades of our Primary Schools, engaging 
for those schools teachers with thorough training, and paying 
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them good salaries; rather than to spread out more thinly 
still the already scanty means at our command.

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Superintendent’s Report. 


To the School Committee: 


GENTLEMEN :—Iu accordance with your rules, I submit for 
your consideration the following report of the schools of Pitts- 
field for the year 1896. The matters to which your attention 
is asked are grouped under the heads of Instruction, Attend- 
ance, School Property, Finances, and General Statistics. 


I. 
INSTRUCTION. 


The general course of instruction has followed the plan out- 
lined in the annual report for 1894. Since that time, how- 
ever, various minor modifications have been made, and much 
time and effort have been devoted to specifying in detail the 
work to be done. The outlines and changes are embodied in 
printed pamphlets relating to the different subjects and ac- 
cessible to the members of the Committee and others inter- 
ested. Much attention has been given to putting into the 
hands of the teachers details of information useful in the work 
of instruction and specific work suitable for use in the several 
grades. *Much of this has been prepared through the co-oper- 
ation of the teachers themselves. Most of it has been issued 
to the teachers in the form of mimeograph pamphlets, and I 
have reason to believe it has been very helpful to them in their 
work. A list of the outlines prepared in 1894 and 1895 was 
given in my last report. During the past year I have com- 
pleted and issued two pamphlets of this kind : 


A completed course of study in language and grammar, com- 
prising 23 printed pages. 

A printed pamphlet of 36 pages, being sentences formed from 
the first reader vocabulary and using the words found on 
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the first seven pages of the seventeen first readers from 
which the vocabulary is derived. 


LANGUAGE AND READING, 


The aims of the course of study in language were perhaps , 

sufficiently suggested in my last report. The vocabulary sen- 
tences are intended to furnish a great variety of printed sen. 
tences using a narrow range of words for beginners in vead- 
ing. It was the custom of our teachers to devote a term or 
more to the reading of script from the blackboard before 
beginning the reading of print. This seemed to be necessary 
or advisable rather because no beginning reader contained a 
sufficient repetition of the words introduced than because the 
children naturally prefer to read script. The plan proposed ' 
was to teach the pupils to read both the script and the print 
from the first or nearly the first of their school work. Most 
of the first year primary teachers have followed this plan with 
their beginning classes. The results seem in all cases at least 
as satisfactory as under the former plan and iu several schools 
have been especially good. In several rooms a large propor- 
tion of the new pupils completed the vocabulary reader and 
about a third of the ordinary first book in reading within the 
fifteen weeks of the fall term. It may be that some of these 
results have come from the special effort likely to attend the 
working out of a new plan, but I have seen no indication that 
other work has been neglected for the reading. I have 
much hope that we have found a way of saving time and get- 
ting better results than before. By following out through the 
primary grades the plan of concentrating our work and atten- 
tion in reading, spelling, language, and writing upon the list 
of words used in the standard readers, we hope to master the 
everyday words of the language much more rapidly and cer- 
tainly than is possible without such concentration. 

Special stress has been laid upon care and accuracy in the 
use of both oral and written language through all the grades, 
and this, with the attention given to the study of language and 
grammar according to the new outline and with the new books, 
seems to have produced more satisfactory results than we have 
previously attained. The penmanship has been regarded as a 
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part of the laüguage work, and the importance of well written, 
correctly spelled, and carefully punctuated papers has been 
constantly emphasized. Although it may be easy to find care- 
less work in some schoolrooms, I am very confident that dis- 
tinct improvement has been attained in practice as well as 
theory, in most if not all of our school. 

I am disposed to think that considerable progre ess has been 
made in reading. It has been suggested that reading for the 
subject matter has been made more prominent than for effect- 
iveness of oral expression. Possibly this is true, and it may 
be well to give more attention to elocutionary effect. It 
Should be and probably is possible to attain both results in our 
school course. It seems on the one hand eminently desirable 
that our pupils master a sufficient vocabulary to read readily 
and understandingly ordinary books, and that the time as- 
signed to reading be devoted to the most enlightening and 
refining subject matter. On the other hand, effective elocution 
should not be neglected. Iam not disposed to think that our 
reading is poorer from an elocutionary standpoint than it has 
been heretofore, but we may very properly give more attention 
to effective expression hereafter. A short time devoted to the 
best rendering of selected passages at the beginning of each 
recitation would doubtless produce a marked improvement ;n 
this respect. 


ARITHMETIC. 


In arithmetic there seems to be a gradual improvement as 
the pupils continue the use of the course. lt is certain that 
the pupils of the lower grades are becoming familiar with 
many practical facts and processes concerning which they for- 
merly learned nothing until they reached the higher grades. 
In some of the schools the pupils of the lower grades have at- 
tained very clear ideas of the nature of numbers and have he- 
ceme very correct and ready in the processes covered by the 
grade. There has been an attempt in all the grades to make 
the work simple, vital, and practical. More than usual stress 
has been laid on the importance of mental work, but this still 
needs to be made far more prominent. 
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GEOGRAPHY AND HISTORY. 


A complete printed outline for the study of the geography 
of history and literature has been substituted for the incom- 
plete mimeograph outline. The pupils of the ninth grade will 
also devote five weeks to a review of American history. A 
carefully selected list of topies to be followed in the study ot 
geography and history in the seventh, eighth, and ninth years 
would ve very helpful, and I hope the time is not distant when 
such topies can be placed in the hands of tlie pupils. 


MUSIC AND DRAWING, 


Supervisor Smith has prepared a new outline for the study 
of music and a brief manual of instruction for the use of the 
pupils. This will doubtless prove helpful in his work. 
Some inereased interest seems to have been aroused in this 
study, particularly at the IIigh School where some supplemen- 
tary music has been used. At the request of the G. A. It, a 
large chorus of the pupils of the publice schools furnished the 
singing for Decoration Day, and the High School Chorus per- 
formed a similar acceptable service for the last meeting of our 
County Teachers! Association I would be glad to see more 
freedom and independence as the result of our work in music 
and more readiness in taking up new selections, and I hope 
that this may be the outcome of what appears to be a renewed 
interest iu this direction. The work in drawing, under Mr. 
Denison, has followed in the main the outlines previously in 
use, with perhaps some tendency to connect the drawing with 
the other subjects of the course. I believe that this tendency 
is a good one, and in accordance with the spirit of the times. 


PHYSICAL CULTURE. 


During the summer term Miss Fanny G. Nash, from the 
Emerson College of Boston, took up with the teachers and in 
the schools the subjects of reading and physical culture. She 
followed the Emerson system, and did much to arouse an in- 
telligent interest. Although her connection with our schools 
was brief, our teachers gained from her much valuable train- 
ing and many useful directions along these lines. It is much 
to be regretted that she could not continue this work. 
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CHARACTER AND CONDUCT. 


In all the work of our schools it is our aim to develop in 
the pupils right ideas of character and conduct, and to estab- 
lish habits of right doing. Such ideas and habits may be of 
slow growth in many pupils, and our school work may en- 
courage it more at some stages than at others; but I think 
that there are various influences at work in our schools which 
are leading our pupils to higher ideals of aims and deeds. 
One pleasing evidence of public spirit and interest in others 
was the large and general contribution made by the schools at 
the Thanksgiving season for the use of the House of Mercy in 
aid of crippled children. 


TIME SCHEDULE OF PRIMARY AND GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. 
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1 Geography and Elementary Nature study coincide. 

I1 Geography alternates with History in 7th and 8th years and coincides with His- 
tory in part of 9th year. It alternates with Civil Government and History for a part 
of the 9th year. 

* Algebra, Geometry, and Book-keeping take the place of Arithmetic for 20 lessons 
each. 
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In response to inquiries from the State Board of Education 
and others, I have made out the preceding schedule represent- 
ing the subjects studied, the number of weekly recitations in 
each, the average length of recitations, and the total time each 
pupil spends in recitations each week. The time schedules of 
the schools vary somewhat according to the number of grades 
in aroom and other circumstances, but the average is as here 
given and varies but slightly from the programs followed in 
our representative schools. 


THE TENDENCY OF THE TIME. 


While it is natural and proper for a system of schools to 
have and follow its own aims, those aims may wisely be com- 
pared from time to time with the general movement of educa- 
tional thought and practice elsewhere. The spirit of the time 
may manifest itself most conspicuously in what are or seem 
to be fads, but usually there is an undercurrent of conviction 
running in the same direction and leading to better things. 
There is manifesting itself at the present time in various 
ways and places a.spirit of earnestness and carefulness of 
inquiry respecting specific problems in education, for the pur- 
pose of establishing definite points of educational doctrine. 
The child, the teacher, the course of study, the material equip- 
ment of the school, official control, and the community are 
being observed and recorded and analyzed with the purpose of 
finding out definitely what is possible, what is actually accom- 
plished, and just what prevents the lifting of the actual to the 
level ot the possible. It seems to me, therefore, that we and 
all others interested in education may well keep in mind the 
characteristic features of the school movement in Massachu- 
setts at the present time, as suggested by the State Board of 
Education in the following synopsis: 


1. Enrichment of elementary programs. 

2. Consideration of ways and means to reconcile the breadth 
of an enriched program with reasonable thoroughness of - 
Instruction. 

3, Greater respect paid to the child’s individuality. 

. The consolidation of feeble and scattered rural schools. 


TS 
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5. Growth of the conviction that the schools all need skilled 
supervision as much as business enterprises that have it. 
6. The remarkable development of the high school system. 


7. The trend of the colleges towards recognizing in their 
admission requirements the general as well as the classi- 
cal courses of the high schools. 


8. Great progress in schoolhouse construction, sanitation 
and equipment. | 


9. An improvement in teachers' salaries. 


10. An inereasing earnestness of demand for scholarship, 
professional training and heart in the teacher. 


11. A growing interest in school matters on the part of boards 
of trade, citizens’ associations, women’s clubs, and non- 
professional educational societies. 


11. Growth of the feeling that the principle of individualism 
or localism in school management should not be per- 
mitted to exhibit itself anywhere in depriving children of 
good schooling, and the State of that better citizenship to 

- which good schooling leads. 


SOME CONDITIONS THAT AFFECT RESULTS. 


As Dr. Rice points out in his series of articles recently be- 
gun in the Forum, there are various opinions as to what 
should be called satisfactory results of school work. What- 
ever may be our ideals of what schools should be and accom- 
plish, there are certain conditions that must materially affect 
the degree of success attained in working toward those ideals. 
Among them are the following: 


1. Zhe number of pupils to a teacher. It is generally thought 
that in order to secure the best results not more than 40 
or 45 pupils should be committed to the care of each 
teacher when the pupils are of the same grade, or more 
than 35 or 40 when they are of different grades. If one 
teacher cannot properly teach more than that number, it 
follows that she must fail to teach properly in proportion 
to the excess of pupils in her care. In proportion to the 
crowding of sehoolrooms, it is to be expected that the 
standard of attainment will be lowered. "The condition of 
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our schools is now much better than for several previous 
years in this respect. Nevertheless, during the year 1896 
we had an average membership of over 40 in 44 rooms, of 
over 45 in 23 rooms, and of over 50 in four rooms. This 
number does not include rooms having more than one 
teacher. It should be remembered that the care of the 
teacher is not measured either by the average attendance 
or the average membership, but by the number attached 
to the room and over whom her responsibility extends. 
The task of the teacher who has 50 pupils and all of them 
present every day is an easy one compared with that of 
the teacher who has 50 pupils assigned to her, but whose 
school is demoralized by contagious diseases or other 
causes. . 


2. Irregularity of attendance. This may be the fault of the 
teacher, the pupils, or the parents. It may be the fault of 
no one, but simply the result of epidemic or other sick- 
ness, of bad weather, or of other causes entirely unavoida- 
able. The result is the same, whatever the cause. 


3. The presence in the school of a few peculiarly troublesome pupils. 
While the number of troublesome children is likely to de- 
pend largely upon their teacher, there are likely to be in 
every school a few pupils who require so much of any 
teacher's attention and nervous force as to greatly dimin- 
ish her teaching power. ‘These pupils may in some cases 
affect the work of the school more seriously than the addi- 
tion of 10 or 15 well-behaved pupils to the number. 


4. The presence of peculiarly dull or defective pupils. There are 
in most rooms a few children who are unable under any 
ordinary circumstances to do the work which the average 
pupils can do. They may be mentally deficient; they 
may be physically intirm; they may be slow of mind, but 
capable of good progress under favorable conditions. In 
many cases such pupils should be in special institutions, 
and are in our schools only because they have had no one 
to recognize their needs and put them where they can be 
properly cared for. It is greatly to be regretted that at- 
tempts to secure for such children admission to our State 
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School for the Feeble Minded are almost invariably met 
with the statement that there is no room. Itis of great 
importance to these pupils and Lo the community that 
they should have the special attention that they need. On 
the one hand, the schools should not be held. responsible 
for their failures. On the other hand, provision should be 
made for giving them the special attention they require. 
We have tried to pay more attention to such pupils dur- 
ing the past year, but what we have done is only the be- 
ginning of what should be done, or perhaps rather a bet- 
ter realization of the problem than any great progress 
toward its solution. I believe that much good would re 

sult from placing such pupils together under skilled in- 
struction, and with such modifications of their work as. 
might be found conducive to their progress. 


5. Imperfect grading. Whatever may be the cause of his being 
in a grade unsuited to his capacities, the fact that he is. 
there deprives a pupil of the opportunity to work to the 
best advantage. It is sometimes apparently better to- 
place a upil in a grade somewhat in advance of his at- 
tainments than to allow him to lose heart and hope, but it. 
is better when possible to make him and his parents un- 
derstand that he will improve most when his tasks are 
best adjusted to his powers. It is not a kindness to a. 

-pupil to advance him to a grade for which he is not fitted 
and in which he has no chance of doing the work,whether 
his deficiency is the result of his inability or his neglect, 
or of circumstances for which he is not responsible. At 
the elose of the last summer term special attention was 
given to the grading, and the standard for promotion was 
adhered to more rigidly than before. I have no doubt 
that our schools were thereby improved and that better 
work has resulted. It should be remembered that while 
regular and numerous promotions are desirable, the suc- 
cess of a particular teacher or of a system of schools is not 
to be measured by the number of promotions made at any 
particular time. The refusal to promote pupils may be 
an evidence of special merit in a teacher. 
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D The effectiveness of the teacher. The teacher may be in poor 
health, and thus irregular in attendance or unable to do 
the best work when in school. She may be poor in dis- 
cipline, so that the pupils give their attention only part of 
the time, or only a part of their attention at any time, to 
their work. She may be so amiable that her pupils lack 
the stimulus of merited criticism and reproof. She may 
be so strong and positive and active-minded that her pu- 
pils are habitually tripped before they get on their feet, 
and so lose not only the instruction intended, but their 
confidence and their courage. She may see only the 
pleasant and irresponsible part of her work, and so leave 
undone that which is inconvenient or inconspicuous. She 
may be so serious and conscientious that she deadens en- 
thusiasm. She may have too little knowledge of the 
subjects taught to give her pupils the help and guidance 
that they need. She may lack professional training. She 
may need experience. She may be the reverse of all this, 
as many of our teachers are. 


7. The effectiveness of supervision. While the best way to se- 
cure good teaching is to employ teachers who do not know 
how to do poor work, there is much that can be improved 
through the suggestions of those who view the work of 
the school from a wider experience than most teachers 
have and who are in a better position to know what is be- 
ing done in other schools. In most of our schools the 
Principal is also a regular teacher and is unable to follow 
the work of individual pupils as closely as is desirable. 
The clerical and general duties of the Superintendent 
seriously encroach upon the time and thought and energy 
that might profitably be spent in closer supervision of 
schoolroom details, in efforts to improve the teachers, and 
in studying the new and changing problems that are con- 
tinually confronting us. 


This is, of course, only a partial and inadequate statement 
of the conditions affecting the progress of pupils and the suc- 
cess of our schools as a whole; but it will serve, I trust, to 
suggest anew the magnitude of the work intrusted to us and 
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the delicacy of the agencies and conditions upon which the 
highest success depends. It is easy to remedy one or two ap- 
parent weaknesses or imperfections if no regard is paid to the 
effect of our remedies upon other phases of the problem, but 
it is not always easy to determine by what means the highest 
total of good can be brought about. 


OPPORTUNITIES FOR IMPROVEMENT. 


In addition to the preparation of the outlines and materials 
mentioned elsewhere and to the suggestions given in my visits 
to the schools and in private conversation with the teachers, I 
have endeavored to hold such teachers’ meetings as seemed . 
desirable and practicable and to secure such assistance from 
others as circumstances permitted. Beginning the latter half 
of the fall term, I have met on Wednesday afternoons a vol- 
unteer class of the teachers for the study and review of Eng- 
lish grammar. Considerable interest has been manifested. 
Early in the year Mr. A. W. Clark held meetings and visited 
the schools to give suggestions in penmanship. During the 
month of June Miss Nash met the teachers twice a week for 
instruction in physical culture. 

At my request, the following persons have addressed the 
teachers upon the subjects named.

All of these addresses were exceedingly interesting and 
profitable and were highly appreciated by the teachers. Mr. 
W. D. Goodwin of the High School read to the pupils of the 
. ninth grade a very interesting paper on the life and character 
of Napoleon soon after they had completed the study of his 
career, to which the teachers were'also invited. 

Several other lectures have been airanged or encouraged

mainly or partly for the improvement of the pupils and feach- 
ers of our schools, among which were the following: A lec- 
ture on the Kindergarten by Mrs. Lucretia Willard Treat; 
a course of lectures on Astronomy by Miss Mary L. Proctor; 
a series of Bird Talks by Miss Olive Thorne Miller; a lecture 
on Alaska by Col. CH French. Other special and valuable 
opportunities were afforded by the County Teachers' Associa- 
tion and the meeting of the Western Massachusetts High 
School Teachers’ Association held in this city. A few of our 
teachers attended summer schools and educational gatherings 
elsewhere. 

While it is not to the advantage of our schools, it is never- 
tneless creditable to our teaching force that during the past 
year Miss Annette J. Warner, our supervisor of drawing was 
called to the Fitchburg Normal School; Mrs. Adeline E. 
Knight, of the High School, to the Westfield Normal School ; 
and Miss Blanche L. Needham, of the High School, to the 
Agassiz Museum at Cambridge. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOL GRADUATION. 


At the close of the school year in June, eighty-nine pupils 
of the ninth grade completed the grammar school course ac- 
cording to the requirements and received certificates admit- 
ting them to the High School Of this number, eighty 
entered the High School at the beginning of the fall term. 
This is believed to be an unusually large proportion. That the 
attainments of the class, as measured by the term tests at the 
High School, are much more satisfactory than those of preced- 
ing classes,is not only gratifying in itself but seems to justify the 
increased care in making promotions that has been exercised 
for a year or two past. The average age of the class on en- 
tering the High School was 14 yrs. 10.6 mos. This is some- 
what below the average age for New England. "There have 
been for several years considerable inquiry and diseussion con- 
cerning the gap or break between the work of the grammar 
school and the high school, the general belief being that the 
step from the grammar school to the high school is much 
greater than from one grade to another below the high school 
or from one year to another in the high school. I have no 
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doubt that suc’ is the case in manv places, but I believe that 
it is no longer true of our own course of study. Some of the 
most promising remedies for this diffieulty were introduced 
into our grade work some time ago. At the present time the 
transition from one school to another seems to be the most 
notable feature in passing from the grammar schools to the 
High School. 

One of the remedies suggested for the alleged indifference 
of pupils to the higher grades of school work has been grad- 
uation exercises at the close of the grammar school course. 
Such exercises have been held in this city for several years. 
For the last three years they have been based on some special 
theme of current interest or on one of the studies of the 
course. The exercises last June were based on the lives and 
writings of famous English authors. They were held at the 
several schools, were well attended by the parents and friends 
of the pupils, and formed a fitting and pleasing close to the 
work of the year. One of the greatest objections to exercises 
of this kind is the time likely to be devoted to them at the- 
expense of the regular school work, By basing the exercises 
on the regular work this objection is largely overcome. It is 
natural and right that such exercises should receive enough 
time and attention to make them creditable and satisfactory, 
but it is manifestly a perversion of the time and labors of the 
pupils to make them an occasion for the display of attain. 
ments and skill acquired at the expense of their regular work.

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THE KINDERGARTEN. 


The question of establishing kindergartens as a part of our 
city school system has become a more practical one than in 
former years. By the opening of the next fall term we shall 
be in as good a position as we are likely to be for many years 
to accommodate several kindergartens in our school buildings. 
The matter can hardly be postponed much longer on the 
ground of waiting to see the results in other places. In 
regard to the value of the kindergarten as an educational 
agency, I see no reason to change the views expressed in for- 
mer reports. I believe that a course of one year in kinder- 
garten work would form a desirable introduction to the work 
of the grades as now planned, and would constitute an ad- 
mirable transition from either the home or the street to the 
school. It would overcome the feeling of timidity and 
awkwardness with which some of the less fortunate children 
now enter the lowest grade, the selfishness and harshness of 
others, and the lack of interest which hinders the progress of 
many of the less active pupils. Throughits close following of 
the child’s natural instincts and spontaneous actions and the 
force of companionship, it bends and shapes the twig as it 
grows. In the case of active-minded children, it can hardly 
keep them busier than they would keep themselves. In the 
case of those whose minds are sluggish, it can hardly arouse 
them more than their welfare demands. Its influence in lead- 
ing thechild to right ideas of conduct and establishing the 
habit of good natured right-doing is still more valuable. In 
most cases these influences will be a desirable supplement to 
the efforts of the home, and in many cases they will counter- 
act evil influences that would otherwise become predominant. 

Considering the similarity in purpose of much of our pri- 
mary work to that of the kindergarten, it does not seem to 
me that it is best to plan for a kindergarten course of more 
than one year in our school system. I would admit the chil. 
dren to the kindergarten at four years of age or as soon there- 
after as convenience permits and pass them on to the first 
grade as soon after they are five years old as a new class be- 
gins. If the spirit of our first grade work is not such as to 
continue the influences of the kindergarten, the necessity for 
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higher ideals would furnish to our first grade teachers a good 
occasion for the attainment of better things. Of course, our 
estimates of the kindergarten and its results are based on the 
supposition that no incompetent kindergartner is to be em- 
ployed or continued in service. Our comparison of its value 
and influence with that of the work of the first grade shouid 
be based on the same supposition. I suppose that justice to 
the other claims of our school system would prevent the 
maintenance of school kindergartens on a more liberal scale 
of salaries and teaching force than we are able to conform to 
in other grades. It would be a manifest incongruity to main- 
tain a kindergarten with two teachers for an average attend- 
ance of 30 pupils side by side with a first grade of 50 in 
charge of a single teacher. The maintenance of a kindergar- 
ten in each of our larger schools would not be altogether an 
increase in expense and in one respect it would give great relief 
to our primary grades. Under the present rules, new pupils. 
may. enter the tirst grade either in September or in April. 
The entrance of a large number in April involves a rearrange- 
ment of the classes and in some cases a general moving of 
the pupils into higher rooms. Such changes are very harmful 
to the work of the pupils and in nearly every case hinders. 
their progress. If each school had a kindergarten, there 
would be no occasion for admitting a new class to the first 
grade in April and the organization of the school would be 
undisturbed. 


EVENING SCHOOLS. 


Evening schools have been maintained at Russell’s, Stearns- 
ville, and the Center. Owing to a variety of circumstances, 
the terms were not of the same length at the different schools. 
The average attendance during the winter was 54.11, during 
the fall it has been 126.02. Very likely this difference is 
partly due to the weather, but other influences have had con- 
siderable effect. The work is evidently characterized by much 
earnestness and interest. According to published statistics, 
our per cent of attendance for the year 1895 was about 40 per 
cent better than the average for the State, and for the year 
just closed it was nearly as good. The average expense per 
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pupil for the State in 1895 was $5.77; our expense per pupil 
based on average membership was $7.19 in 1895 and $7.86 
in 1896.

THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


The enrolment, average membership, and average attendance 
of the High School show a fair increase over the record of the 
previous year. An increased number of pupils were perfect in 
attendance and punctuality for the year, for two terms, and for 
one term. The most marked improvement was in the matter 
of tardiness, the number of cases for the year being 294 less 
than in the preceding year. This is a very marked decrease, 
and it is hoped that the improvement will continue until the 
number of cases ceases to be out of proportion to the other 
schools of the city. The average age of the pupils is slightly 
aboye that of the preceding year. It is an interesting fact, 
but apparently of no significance, that the increase of 19 in the 
enrolment includes one male and 18 females. While the 
number of males and females enrolled in the entire city is 
nearly equal, the total enrolment at the High School includes 
97 males and 161 females. Although the accommodations have 
remained as inadequate as before, the school has not suffered 
so much from interruptions and irregularities as in the pre- 
ceding year. The number of days actually taught was 10 
more than in 1895, though the number in the other grades was 
but 5.5 greater. The spirit of the school has been excellent. 
During the year additional attention has been given to the 
common English branches, and the results, as indicated by the 
examinations for admission to the Training School and in the 
daily and test work of the pupils, have indicated improvement 
along these lines. Arithmetic and geography are now reviewed . 
as class work in the Junior year, and English grammar is 
made a distinct part of the class work in the study of language 
and literature. At the same time additional effort has been 
made in the teaching of English to secure creditable spelling, 
punci uation, and penmanship in all the exercises of the 
school. Owing to the resignation of Mrs. Knight to accept a . 
position in the Westfield Normal School and of her successor 
Miss Needham to accept a position in the Agassiz Museum at 
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Cambridge, some rearrangement of the departments has been 
necessary. Mr. Clarence J. Russell, a graduate of the school 
and of Williams College, now gives instruction in science and 
Mr. Albert T. Bouteiller, a Normal graduate of the Academie 
de Besancon, France, takes charge of the French. 

An attempt has been made to arrange the studies as far as 
possible so as to take up after entering the new building the 
subjects in which the use of a laboratory is most essential. It, 
is, of course, understood that the unusual expenditures for ap-. 
paratus and general equipment on entering the new building 
will be considerable, aside from the expense of the manual 
training work to be introduced at that time. The problem of 
relating the manual training to the other work of the school is. 
scarcely less worthy of attention than that of establishing: 
manual training itself. While it will be necessary to provide: 
this year a manual training course for one year only, it is im- 
portant that this provision accord with the wisest plans for 
the further development of the course. 

The following statement of the elements of a e 
ing high school course, quoted in the last report of the United 
States Commissioner of Education from a recent report of our 
State Board, may be of service in planning the new work: 


1. A course of study from three to four years in length, with: 
a marked trend toward that of the greater length. 


2. Free-hand and mechanical drawing throughout the course, 
one hour daily. 


3. Shop exercises, two hours daily. ` 

4, Academic work, three hours daily, two or more of them de- 
voted to recitations. 

9. The use of power. 


6. Woodworking, including the study of tools, materials, and 
the elementary processes of carpentry, joinery, wood 
turning, pattern making, and, if advisable, carving. 


7. Ironworking, including forging, chipping, and filing, and 
the elementary processes of machine work, 


8. A session six hours long or longer, with a suitable allow- 
ance for recess and lunch. 
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9. A correlation of the academic work, so far as feasible, with 
that of the drawing-room and the shops. 


THE TRAINING SCHOOL. 


The work of the Training School has followed nearly the 
same lines as heretofore. The loss of seven weeks of the fall 
term of 1895, on account of the enlargement of the building, 
was, of course, a serious interruption to the work of the school 
and continued to be felt throughout the school year. It was 
not thought fair to the pupils that it should prevent the pro- 
motion of those doing intelligent and faithful work, but the 
loss of so large a part of the forty weeks and some of the in- 
conveniences now remedied could hardly fail to have effects 
extending beyond the year in which the loss occurred. The 
teuchers have done allin their power to make up the work 
and it is believed that they have nearly succeeded. 

A class of six completed the training course last June and 
are now teaching in our schools. Of the candidates examined 
for admission at the beginning of the present year, four passed 
a satisfactory examination and were admitted. The questions 
used were mainly those previously given elsewhere for admis- 
sion to normal schools and were neither peculiar nor severe, 
yet about half of the candidates were seriously deficient in 
ability to meet the requirements. The four who passed were 
the only applicants from our own High School. After the ex- 
periences of former years, it is gratifying to record this evi- 
dence of improvement in this phase of our High School work. 
While the number in the Training Class is small, we certainly 
can not undertake to prepare for teaching in one year unless 
our standard for admission is at least as high as that main- 
tained. by normal schools devoting two or more years to such 
preparation. 

Without undertaking to discuss the relative merits of 
normal schools and city training schools, I am clear that high 
school graduates should not undertake to teach without a 
careful and reasonably complete review of the work of the 
grades and practice in real teaching and governing under the 
guidance and correction of competent critics in a position to 
follow closely and for some time the work done. Besides this 
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there should be an acquaintance with the history of education 
with special reference to its practical results, and as broad and 
exact a kuowledge of nature and man as is attainable. 
Breadth of culture and perfection of technique are both needed. : 


II. 


ATTENDANCE, 


The year was an unfavorable one for attendance, owing to 
much severe weather and. the general prevalence of contagious 
diseases, and possibly the unsatisfactory condition of two or 
three of the old school buildings. These causes greatly af- 
fected the attendance during the first and second terms. Dur- 
ing the fall term, notwithstanding the prevalence of diphtheria 
in one or two schools in consequence of which the Stearns 
ville school was closed for three weeks, the attendance was ex- 
: ceptionally good and nearly counterbalanced the unfavorable 
record of the other terms. The average per cent. of attend- 
ance for the State for 1895 was 92; ours was 92.89 in 1895 
and 92.33 in 1896. 

Compared with the preceding year, there was an increase of 
61 in the enrolment, and of 5,100.5 in the days of absence. 
The items in which there was a decrease were as follows: 
average membership, 21; average attendance, 39; per cent. 
of attendance, .56 of one per cent.; number perfect in attend- 
ance and punctuality for the entire year, 16; for two terms, 
85; for one term, 2; truants, 4; cases of truancy, 22; a de- 
crease of 462 in the number of cases of tardiness; and a 
decrease of 223 in the number of cases of corporal punish- 
ment. It is gratifyiug to know that while there was a falling 
off in the attendance due to causes over which the pupils and 
teachers had little if any control, the record of truancy, tardi- 
ness, and corporal punishment, over which they did have con- 
trol, shows an improvement. Notwithstanding the slight de- 
crease in the attendance of the city as a whole, it is perhaps 
worthy of notice that twenty schoolrooms show an average 
attendance of over 95 per cent. and eight an average attend- 
ance of over 96 per cent. In comparison with the preceding 
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year, this is an increase of three rooms liaving over 95 per 
cent. and five having over 96 per cent. The decrease in the 
number of cases of corporal punishment was more marked 
than in the preceding year, the whole decrease for the two 
years being 340. 

The usual detailed statistics for the several schools and 
schoolrooms are given in the accompanying table.

III. 
SCHOOL PROPERTY. 


IMPROVEMENTS. 


The system of heating and ventilating adopted in the en- 
largement of the Training School contemplated the use of a 
larger fan than had been in the old building, but the attempt 
to drive the foulair out of the eastern dormer windows was 
‘continued. It was found that when the wind was easterly its 
natural force overcame the effect of the fan and drove the air 
down the ventilating flues into the rooms. The noise of the 
fan when it was in operation was also very disagreeable to the 
teachers, and when the wind was not in the east the ventila- 
tion was good without its use. It, therefore, seemed best to 
‘the Committee to open a ventilating shaft vertically through 
the ridge of the roof, so as to give the foul air free exit from 
the building whatever may be the direction of the wind. 
Since this was done there has been no complaint of reversed 
currents into the rooms. 

The destruction of the front blackboards and the disfigure- 
ment of the rooms resulting from the large heating and venti- 
lating flues have been remedied, as was suggested in the last 
annual report, by the construction of blackboards in front of 
the flues. At the same time, ample closet room was secured 
and a stairway into the attic was constructed. This has not 
only remedied the defects named but has brought the new 
blackboards enough nearer the pupils to make it much easier 
for them to see the blackboard work, a matter of considerable 
importance to the eyesight of the pupils. In connection with 
these changes the painting and kalsomining were considerably 
improved. The south room on the lower floor has been fur- 
 nished with seats taken from the Stearnsville School when the 
seating of that school was rearranged. Altogether these and 
other minor changes have made the Training School much 
more convenient and attractive. 

The heating and ventilating apparatus at the Pontoosuc 
School has been nearly doubled in effectiveness by doubling 
the number of air boxes and pin radiators, so that each room 
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has an independent supply of warm air. Under the former 
arrangement, a single air-box and radiator supplied two rooms. 

The Linden Street School has been connected with the Rob- 
bins Ave, sewer. The immediate object of this connection 
was to provide an outlet for the sinks of the building, which 
had been drained into a cesspool in the basement. In laying 
the pipes, however, provision was made for connection with 
the existing closets whenever it seems best to convert them 
into water closets, and with the closets it is proposed to con- 
struct on the second floor in the room intended for recitations 
but now occupied as a schoolroom on account of the delay in 
completing the John Street School. Another conspicuous 
improvement at Linden Street is the placing of closets for 
books and materials in each of the rooms on the lower floor. 
These should have been provided in the original plan. They 
add greatly to the convenience and neatness of the rooms. 

At Morningside and at Stearnsville the schoolrooms, and at 
Morningside the halls, have been kalsomined, and in both 
buildings picture molding has veen provided for the rooms. 
At Morningside the seats have been rearranged in four of the 
rooms so that the light now comes from the left and rear of 
the pupils. This gives much better light on the desks and 
places the pupils in much better positions for seeing the 
blackboards. 

For the last three years the Committee has been making a 
Special effort to improve the condition of the rural school. 
houses, and among other changes to provide separate bins for 
the coal and the wood in the fuel houses. The fuel houses 
have now been rearranged, except at the West Part, where the 
condition to be remedied can still be seen in all its glory. 

Flagstaffs have been provided for fourteen schools and flags 
for all in need of them, so that all the schools in the city are 
now supplied. Shade trees have been planted on the grounds 
of several schools and attention given to the general condition 
and arrangement of the trees, with a view to further improve- 
ments in the future. With comparatively little attention and 
expense year by year, the grounds about many of our schools, 
and especially our rural schools, can be made very attractive, 

No walks have been laid during the year. There is a large 
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field for improvement in this direction and in bettering the 
general appearance of the school premises. Aside from this, 
the chief improvement I would suggest for the coming year is 
in relation to the closets at Linden Street, 


REPAIRS. 


The roofs at Linden Street and Morningside have continued 
to leak during most of the year, notwithstanding repeated at- 
tempts to repair them. Our efforts have finally seemed more 
successful, but it is likely that the Linden Street School at 
least will need a uew roof in the near future. If further leaks 
appear, it would probably be best to put on a new roof during 
the next summer vacation. The roof of the Fenn Street School 
has been thoroughly repaired and the stone and brick work 
repointed. New tubes have been put into the boiler at the 
Center School. | 

New floors have been laid at Barkerville, West Part, and 
North Woods. At Barkerville and West Part, little further 
was attempted in tze way of repairs to the buildings. At 
North Woods the interior was thoroughly refinished, a closet 
for materials was put in, and slate blackboards were substi- | 
tuted for the plaster boards. The use of slate boards in our 
old buildings may at first seem ill advised. In some of our 
schools the plaster boards have done and are doing good ser- 
vice, although they need reblacking at frequent intervals, and 
this is a matter of considerable expense. But in several of our 
rural schools it has seemed almost impossible to keep the 
boards in good condition. At North Woods the boards al- 
though repaired two years ago were almost useless last 
summer. TE 

Besides the usual minor repairs, various repairs and improve- 
ments have been made during the year, such as removing 
platforms, building storm-doors, rearranging outhouses, sepa- 
rating the out-buildings of the sexes by fences, which do not 
eall for special mention. 

As the result of the changes and repairs of the last three 
years, our older school buildings have been greatly improved 
externally and internally, and the teachers and pupils by 
whom they are occupied are working under much more favor- 
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able conditions. They are also much more creditable to the 
city. There are, however, ample opportunities for further re- 
pairs and improvements both in the buildings themselves and 
in their furniture. 


FURNITURE. 


The completion of the new Redfield and Russell buildings 
released the furniture previously in use in those schools, most 
of which was better than that in use in several other places in 
the city. At the same time it became necessary to reset the 
furniture at Barkerville, West Part, and North Woods, and 
desirable to provide better furniture in the southwest recita- 
tion room at Linden Street and in the south room on the 
lower floor at the Training School. There were several other 
rooms where the readjustment of a part of the seats was 
needed, and it was found practicable to provide single desks 
for the Junction and West Pittsfield at the same time. The 
task of making these changes and readjustments was not a 
small one at the best and was considerably complicated by the 
great variety of furniture in nearly every room in which the 
changes were made and from which the furniture was taken. 
It was necessary to measure most of the desks and compile 
tables of styles and sizes before it could be discovered in what 
way they could best be arranged. The process of transferring 
and placing them was equally interesting. The result is, how- 
ever, very satisfactory. All the rooms named are now seated 
with single desks in good condition and well graded, except 
that at North Woods a few double desks were retained for the 
sake of wider aisles. In room 9 at Linden Street the desks 
were varnished, after being scraped and sandpapered by the 
pupils, and furnish pleasing evidence of the improvement pos- 
sible in most of the older furniture in use in our schools. 


NEW BUILDINGS. 


The new Redfield School on Elizabeth Street and the new 
Russell School, both of which were first occupied at the open- 
ing of the fall term in September, are in most respects com-. 
fortable and convenient. A few minor changes and adjust- 
ments have been found desirable in both buildings, but call for 
no special mention. The grounds of the Redfield School have 
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been fenced on the south, carefully graded, and provided with 
well arranged concrete walks. They will present a very at- 
tractive lawn on Elizabeth Street and Henry Ave. and furnish 
ample playgrounds in the rear of the building. At the Rus- 
sell School no walks have been laid and the grounds have not 
been improved. If this work is to be done out of the regular 
appropriation, that fact should be understood when the new 
appropriation is made. It is very desirable that the grounds. 
of this school should be considerably enlarged. The following 
cuts and floor plans show the general appearance and arrange- 
ment of these buildings. 


REDFIELD SCHOOL. 

The basement plan of the Redfield School is nearly the 
same as that of the second floor here given. The space under 
the northwest classroom is devoted to the boilers and the 
storage of fuel; that under the teachers’ rooms, to hallways 
leading to the western entrances. There are no water closets 
in the basement. The arrangement of the first floor is essen- 
tially the same as that of the second floor, except that the 
main entrance is under the middle room of thé second floor. 
There is an entrance opening eastward from the northern pro- 
jection of the building, but not visible in the view given. 
The woodwork is of southern pine. There are two water- 
closet rooms for pupils on each main floor. The closets are 
partitioned individually and the fixtures are of the best. The 
urinals are of slate and the floors of concrete. Each closet 
room is carefully ventilated. Each schoolroom is provided 
with a thermostat by which the degree of heat is regulated 
automatically. The blackboards are of slate, four feet wide, 
and extend around the rooms. The,attic is large and well 
lighted, and is at present used for the storage of such old fur- 
niture as it does not seem best to destroy. | 
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RUSSELL SCHOOL. 


The plan of the second floor of the Russell School also 
shows the general arrangement of the first floor, the space 
under the Principal's rooms and the book-room being occupied 
by the front entrance, and the east and west entrances lead- 
ing out from the halls. The basement follows the general 
plan of the second floor and is devoted to playrooms, as at the 
Redfield Schooi, except that the north west room is devoted to 
the boilers and the storage of fuel. There is & basement en- 
trance from the northwest, and the basement is also reached 
from the first floor by stairways leading from the east and west 
halls. The attic is not lighted or floored. The materials and 
general finish of this building are essentially the same as in 
the Redfield School. 
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There is urgent need of the new High School and the 
Briggs School. While much of the work of the High School 
is being accomplished reasonably well in the present quarters, 
all that depends upon laboratory'facilities is of necessity far 
from satisfactory. The same is true of all exercises requiring 
for their highest success the combination of classes. Unless 
the John Street School is ready for use at the opening of the 
spring term in April, it will be necessary not only to continue 
the seriously crowded condition at Linden Street, but to deny 
for the second year admission to pupils tive years of age wha 
should begin their school work at that time. 


CARE OF SCHOOLHOUSES. 


The action of the Committee in requiring the mopping and. 
washing of the schoolhouses each vacation by the janitors and. 
once at the middle of each term by special arrangement, should 
do much for the cleanliness of the buildings and the comfort 
and physical well-being of the pupils and the teachers. The 
general condition of the schools has been more satisfactory 
during the past year than previously. It is, of course, still 
possible to neglect them. They should be at all times ready 
for the inspection of the Committee or such other persons as 
may be interested in their condition. I am happy to say that 
the children have shown much interest in the neatness of their 
schoolrooms, and in nearly every room the wilful or careless 
marring of the furniture is unknown. 


BOOKS AND SUPPLIES. 


More than usual has been done in providing books and per- 
manent supplies. At the beginning of the year Sheldon's 
Advanced Language Lessons was suppiied to the sixth, 
seventh, and eighth grades. A large number of new geo- 
graphies have been issued, Maury's Elementary being substi- 
tuted for Butlers in Grade VI. In September the New 
Franklin Arithmetic, First Book, was introduced in the fourth 
grade, where no book was in use, and in the fifth and sixth 
grades in place of Venable's and Greenleaf's. Philip's His- 
torical Reader, No. 1, was supplied to the pupils of the sixth 
grade. Webster’s High School Dictionary has been furnished 
to the pupils of the seventh, eighth, and ninth grades, and the 
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High School, and Webster’s Common School Dictionary in 
Grades V and VI. We have also purchased a large number 
of elementary readers and considerable supplementary read- 
ing matter. Several sets of encyclopedias have: been pur- 
chased and maps for the High School and several other 
schools. Altogether, including some 1800 pamphlets, we have 
purchased during the year the following:

Dictionaries, 1,376 
Geographies, 1,112 
Grammars, 985 
Readers, 3,355 
Other Books, 1,847 

Total, 10,129 


It should be remembered, however, that the general condi- 
tion of our books and supplies was unsatisfactory and that 
what we have done has been mostly in the nature of making 
up deficiencies. Only a few of the reference books of the 
High School and but very little of the High School apparatus 
have been replaced.

According to the last report of the State Board of Educa- 
tion, the cost of the schools of the State per pupil, based on 
the amount expended for public schools exclusive of repairing 
and erecting school houses and on the average number belong- 
ing in 1895, was $24.73. This is $4.76 more than our expendi- 
ure per pupilin 1896. Had our expenditure per pupil equaled the 
average for the State, it would have required an addition of $16,528 


to our appropriation.

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The salary list for 1896 compares with that for 1895 and 
1893 as follows: receiving above $400, two more than in the 
other years; receiving $400, twelve more than in 1895 and 
twenty more than in 1898; receiving from $380 to $320, six 
less than in 1895 and one less than in 1893; receiving from 
$300 to $280, three less than in 1895 and ten less than in 1893. 
While there is encouragement in the showing, it must be 
admitted that our salaries are still exceptionally low. 
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INCREASED APPROPRIATION REQUIRED. 


While itis natural to speak of the sums appropriated an- 
nually for the support of our schools as “large amounts,” it 
should be clearly understood by all concerned that Pittsfield’s 
expenditure per pupil is among the very lowest in Massachu- 
setts. The statistics for 1896 are not yet available; but, z our 
expenditure for 1895 had reached the average for the State, it would 
have required «ver $90,000 instead of $68,000 the amount appro- 
priated for the maintenance of our schools for that year. 

The following occasions for a larger appropriation are more 
imperative than they proved to be last year, the delay in com- ` 
pleting the new schoolhouses having considerably EE 
the estimated expenditures for 1896: 

The increased expense of maintaining the new and DECHE 
school buildings. 

The necessity for additional furniture and supplies. 

The employment of the additional teachers which the wel- 
fare of the pupils requires and the additional room permits. | 

The replacing of books, works of reference, and supplies lost 
in the High School fire and only partially replaced. 

The replacing of the physical and chemical apparatus, 
which was entirely destroyed. 

The necessity of fitting up and maintaining a Manual Train- 
ing Department under the law applying to cities having more 
than 20,000 inhabitants. 

The need of employing an additional teacher to take charge 
of the manual training, and probably one additional teacher for 
the other departments of the High School. 

The establishment of one or more kindergartens in connec- 
tion with our schools, should it be deemed advisable by the 
Committee. 

The need of breaking over the maximum salary of $400 
now paid in our primary and grammar schools, in the case of 
teachers who are clearly worth more than that to the city and 
who can readily secure better pay elsewhere. 

The inerease of other salaries which are confessedly less 
than are earned. 

The continuance of needed improvements upon the older 
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buildings which have been undertaken during the past three 
years and have been only partially completed. 

The general improvement of the school grounds, especially 
in the direction of better walks and a better appearance.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE TRAINING SCHOOL. 


To EvcEeNE Bovrow, Superintendent of Schools: 


Dear Sig :—I herewith submit my report for the year end- 
ing December 18, 1896. This year's record shows that 360 
pupils have been enroled. The plan of instruction has been 
similar to that of last vear. Special attention has been given 
to reading and the work you compiled for the study of the 
English language. Lessons in “sight” arithmetic have been 
given in connection with the regular class exercises to develop 
accuracy and rapidity in common practical problems. 

There were several applicants for the Training Class but 
owing to their inability to pass the examination only four were 
admitted. "The work for the first half of the year has been the 
reviewing of the common branches of knowledge, the study of 
the History of Education, Psychology and practice in class 
work, and school management. 

The new supervisor in drawing G. H. Denison instructs both 
the pupil-teachers and the cnildren. Mr. Smith looks after 
the music in both departments. In rooms 6 and 7 electric 
lights are needed. The pupils on dark days are troubled to 
read print or script. We would consider it a great kindness 
if the School Board would favorably consider this matter. 
The new set of Encyclopedias have been very helpful. We 
will gladly receive other contributions, as a good library is a 
valuable acquisition to our work. 

Many things have been conducive to promote progressive 
work in our school this year. Excellent material was sent us 
from the Pittsfield High School. Th: permanent teachers 
have worked faithfully and zealously to develop interest and 
thoroughness. The parents have visited us frequently and we 
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have received several testimonials of their appreciation of the 
work we are doing for their children. The plan you have 
devised for permitting substitute teachers to render service to 
pupils that need special attention has been exceedingly helpful. 

We often receive and transfer pupils mentally and physi- 
cally deformed. The parents of these children fully appreciate 
the patient endeavors of the teachers who may have the care 
and instruction of such pupils. When such a child or class is 
transferred, special cards stating their merits and defects 
might be issued, so that proper recognition may be given to 
the pupil and teacher. 

The graduating exercises of the Training Class took place 
June 23, 1896. Mr. Ballard kindly consented to award the 
diplomas. He delivered an eloquent address, which was 
listened to with marked attention by the large number who 
attended the exercises. The following program was success- 
fully rendered:

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC. 
SUPERINTENDENT EvuGENE Bourton: 


No marked difference has characterized the method of work 
the past year, yet from having so much better supplies and 
the regular teachers giving to music its alloted time the result 
has been a higher average of work in the schools throughout 
the city and town. 

In the High School considering the difficulties on account of 
location, there is a good degree of interest and manifest 
improvement. 

The Training School maintains its usual high standing and 
the teachers who graduated from it the last summer are among 
the most successful in teaching music.

Diphtheria 51, Scarlet fever 6, Measel/s 18, and Typhoid fever 1. 


During the fall term the School Committee voted that I 
Should visit the factories employing young help, to see 
whether any were employed whe should be in school. Since 
then I have Visited 8 such factories and have found the em- 
ployers uniformly law-abiding in this respect.

WATER WORKS. 


The City is to be congratulated upon the present good con- 
dition and efficiency of the Water Works. "There has been no 
shortage of supply during the past year. Beginning the vear 
with Lake Ashley five feet below the top of the dam on Jan- 
uary 13, it was full April 16, and was at no time in the sum- 
mer more than 17 inches below the top of the dam, at its 
lowest point. Mill brook was turned into our mains June 5, 
and that with the copious rains which fell after July first, kept 
upour supply of water during the summer with very little 
draft upon the lake. In October the lake was full again, and 
we entered upon the winter with an ample supply. The Board 
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does not wish to be understood, however, as indicating that we 
have an inexhaustible supply of water. Increasing popula- 
tion, greater use of sewers, extension of distributing mains, 
and the recurrence of dry seasons, will make the question of 
water supply almost a continual problem. 

Wee desire to eall your attention to the very much improved 
condition of our distributing system. During the last four 
years a great change has been made in that system, making 
available a very much larger volume of water for fire extin- 
guishment, a better pressure, and a more satisfactory supply 
for domestic purposes. The laying of the main from the Tan- 
nery through the eastern part of the City to Pontoosue; the 
main from Middle street through the southern part of the City 
to the Pomeroy mills ; and the main from North street through 
Linden street to Onota, have easily doubled the average value 
of the works for the purpose of fire protection. "The laying of 
the eight inch pipe in Peck's road and connecting with the 
steam pump in the mill of the Peck Mfg. Co. has been accom- 
plished, and furnishes an additional safeguard in case of fire. 
Not only can that pump be made use of in case the supply 
from the City mains is too small to handle a fire in that por- 
tion of the City, but in ease of a severe fire in the central por- 
tion of the City, that pump can be made use of and can force 
one thousand gallons per minute of water into our mains. This 
constitutes a second source of water supply in case of fire, and 
is available at any moment. 

The addition of Hathaway brook in 1893 and Mill brook in 
1895 have helped our supply and have also operated to increase 
our pressure somewhat. ‘Ihe reservoirs on those brooks are 
somewhat higher in elevation than the reservoir on Ashley 
brook, and the additional mains operate to reduce friction, so 
that our pressure averages fully five pounds greater than 
when Pittsfield became a City, and is sustained much better. 
A large proportion of our fire hydrants will now furnish pow- 
erful streams for fire fighting. The hydrants themselves have 
been improved fully as much as the system of mains. During 
the last three years nearly all the hydrants set have been of 
larger pattern, having two hose nozzles and steamer connec- 
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tion, and now fully half the uS in the City are of that 
style. | 

The past year has been marked by no great single work in 
the water department, but more distributing mains have been 
laid, however, than in any year in the history of the works, so 
far jas we know. Including the Linden Street feeding pipe, 
there was laid about four and one-half miles of pipes. It is 
hardly likely that there will be a necessity for as many pipe 
excensions the coming year. There are, however, a few places 
where new pipes of a larger capacity ought to be laid in place 
of old rusty pipes of small diameter. 

The report of our Engineer, which is appended, will deal 
with the particulars of the survey of Lake Ashley, by which 
the capacity of that body was ascertained. It is evident, from 
that survey, and from our experience, that the storage capac- 
ity of that lake can be increased by raising the dam and wings, 
and increased storage capacity is very much needed in connec- 
tion with our water works. If the work of raising the dam at 
Lake Ashley is undertaken the old dam should be carefully 
examined, and might be found to be in such condition as to 
require entire rebuilding. 

Upon recommendation of your Honorable Bodies we caused 
an investigation to be made into the practicability of building 
a larger reservoir at the place where Ashley brook is now 
taken into our pipes.. The report of our Engineer will give the 
details of that work. It seems to be imperative to secure 
increased storage capacity at that point or some other point, 
so that the City may have a larger body of water to draw upon 
in case of flre or any other circumstance rendering it neces- 
sary. At present our four distributing reservoirs contain 
scarcely more than one day’s supply. Ashley lake is several 
miles away up the mountain, and to get water from that 
requires from six to ten hours and more in winter time. That ` 
is to say the time occupied in going up there and opening the 
gate, and time occupied in the water flowing down the moun- 
tain to Ashley reservoir will aggregate that much. It requires 
no explanation to convince any one of the desirability of more 
impounding room which will be quickly accessible, and from 
which water can be obtained immediately.

The city has paid $19,000 upon the water debt during the 
year. 

The collections for water rates during the year show an 
increase of only $128.83 over those of 1895. Owing to the 
change in the time of collecting the water rates, consumers 
paid for 13 months in 1895, which accounts for the large 
increase in that year, and the comparatively small increase 
for 1896. l

the expenditures for construction, interest and debt, as accu- - 
rately as they can be gathered from the reports of the Fire 
District and the City, up to and including the year 1896:

We would suggest that each department be required to 
stand by itself and maintain itself from the funds set apart 


for that purpose. 


The Water department ought not to furnish 


the School department with water at less rates than private 
individuals or firms have to pay, thereby enabling the school 
department to make a better showing and forcing the water 


department to make a poorer showing than it ought. 


The 
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price now paid for water in all the school houses is $55 net 
per six months, or $110 per year. We attached a meter to the 
Orchard street school, and found that in round numbers 
30,000 gallons of water per day were being consumed in the 
two buildings there. At that rate of consumption reckoned 
at metered water rates the water rate for that building should 
be nearly or quite $400 per year. The Russells school, the 
Elizabeth street, the John street and the High school are all 
modern buildings and will use water in about the same pro- 
portion. Based on the result of the investigation at Orchard 
street, the water department ought to receive $2,000 to $2,500 
from the City schools. 

Another instance of a like nature is the abatement of water 
rates for people who are unable to pay. The Poor depart- 
ment refuses to pay water rates for needy people, and as a 
result the Board is obliged to abate them. From $500 to 
$1,000 worth of abatements are made on this account every 
year,and the poor aecounts show so much better and the 
water accounts so much poorer by the means. If there are 
people who need assistance from the City the accounts of the 
poor department should show the business, and not those of 
the water department. 

The Board believes also, that the funds of the water de- 
partment ought to be kept separate from the general funds of 
the City. The income of the water department would take 
care of the department and gradually liquidate the debt. At 
present the income of the department goes into the general 
fund, and the support of the works and payments for interest 
and principal are made from the general funds. The tendency 
is to create new indebtedness for purposes which might be 
paid for from the income of the department. 

Our water works have now become so large, and our water 
is drawn from so many sources, that the Board is of the opin. 
ion that the example of other cities should be followed and a 
man detailed to care for the, water shed, keeping the water free 
from pollution, watching the gates, and generally keep the 
works in order, and the supply in the distributing reservoirs 
constant. 

The Board called the attention of the City Council of 1896 
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to the necessity of some action looking to the removal of 
sources of pollution of our water works. The Honorable 
Bodies visited the location and saw the condition of things. . 
It was the hope of the Board that some definite steps might 
have been taken during the year for the removal of the causes 
of the pollution. We consider this matter of such vital im- 
portance to the health of our community that we call your 
attention tothe necessity for action, either by the City or by 
the State Board of Health. 


HIGHWAYS. | 


The work on the Highways for the year has been probably 
larger in volume than that of any year since the Board was 
first organized. No State road has been built, but the special 
jobs on Tyler and Burbank Streets, Peck’s Road and Pontoosuc 
Avenue, have taken the time and labor instead. Elsewhere 
will be found detailed accounts of the conduct of this tlepart- 
ment and its expenditures. 

The work on Peck’s Road was not completed, nor was that 
on Pontoosuc Avenue. Doubtless your Honorable Bodies will 
be asked to make appropriations for the completion of both ` 
these 

We desire to call attention to the desirability of the adop- 
tion of some plan by which appropriations of money can be 
made each year for the purpose of building good roadbeds 
upon our principal streets. The system of State Highways, 
if continued, will provide good roads on the main highways 
from Pittsfield leading outwardly, but the making of good 
roadbeds on our streets in the center of the City, rests with 
Pittsfield itself. Thus far there have been a few thousands of 
dollars appropriated by piecemeal, and expended on macadam 
roadways. The work performed in that direction has been 
good as far as it went, but there has not been enough of it to 
make a showing on our large mileage of streets and roads. 
If some definite plan of managing the financial end of the 
question ean be adopted, the Board can begin systematic 
work in paving and macadamizing. ‘There seems to be a pub- 
lie sentiment in favor of paving North Street the coming year. 
We would suggest that in the event that your Honorable 
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Bodies decide to take steps in that direction, the question of 
putting underground everything which is likely to require to 
be put underground, be met and disposed of before the paving 
is begun. 

One of the worst things for either paving or macadam is the 
constant digging up for the purpose of laying pipes, sewers, 
gas mains, making connections with them for houses and 
blocks, ete. 

In this connection it may be of interest to glance at the 
amounts of money expended upon streets by other Massachu- 
setts cities about the same size of Pittsfield. For that purpose 
the following table has been compiled, from the latest reports 
of the several cities named. Care has been taken to sift out 
every item of expenditure for anything in the nature of per- 
manent work, giving only the population of each place 
and the amount of money expended for the ordinary care of 
their rqads and streets.

The figures given for North Adams are for the expenditures 
of 1895. The estimate for the coming year is $20,000. 
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These figures show Pittsfield to be about at the small end 
of the list of Massachusetts cities in the matter of expendi- 
tures for highway purposes, and the comparison puts us in a 
still worse light, when it is remembered that while we have 
very much over one hundred miles of public streets and roads, 
many cities do not-have over half of that mileage. 

While the Board does not advocate any plunging into large 
and careless expenditures for streets, yet it does seem to us 
that it will be wise economy to expend larger amounts of 
money for permanent street improvements. The public taste 
in the matter of streets and roads is improving every year. 
The increase in the use of bicycles is making critics of hun- 
dreds of people who heretofore never gave the matter of roads 
a thought, and what would be perfectly satisfactory a few 
years ago will not be tolerated now. The City has practically 
no permanent roads, and the expense of keeping gravel and 
dirt roads in condition to satisfy modern demands will increase 
yearly. 

.Expression has been given to some degree of disappoint- 
ment with the durability and present condition of the mac- 
adam roads which have been put down in the City in the past. 
Some of the dissatisfaction is justified by the condition of the 
roads, and some is the result of too great expectations con- 
cerning the durability of such roads. Cities generally do not 
consider macadam a proper material for roadways on business 
streets. The traffic on North Street is too heavy for mac- 
adam. A satisfactory condition cannot be obtained and kept 
on that street without some permanent roadbed other than 
macadam. Fenn Street and Columbus Avenue have both been 
excavated for the construction of sewers, and also subjected 
to heavy traffic. Depot Street was macadamized with flint 
stone and has borne the heavy traffic to which it has been 
subjected very well. The grade of the street has taken the 
water from it quickly, and its good condition today is proba- 
bly due to that fact. Clapp Avenue, .Pearl Street and South 
Street were macadamized with trap rocks and are in good con- 
dition, and give satisfaction. Upper North Street had a sec- 
tion of trap rock macadam put down on it, and has done 
fairly well. Wahconah Street was macadamized with trap

rock, and the upper portion, consisting of the finer grades of 
stone, is gone, leaving the street rather rough. This is proba- 
bly due to the shape of the street, the very heavy traffic over 
it, and the dry period with high winds, which followed its 
completion. It can be made as good as ever by loosening the 
stone, adding a light coating of the finer grades, and rolling. ` 

One cause of rapid wear of macadam roads is the material 
brought upon them bv teams from other roads which are not 
macadamized. This material assists in the process of grinding 
of the surface of the macadam. The State Highway Commis- 
sion recognize this as one of the enemies of macadam. 

With allits imperfections, no citizen would be willing to 
exchange the little macadam we have for the state of affairs 
which existed in the same streets before macadamizing. 


SURFACE DRAINAGE. 


This work has been of considerable importance tue past 
year, and ineluding the Bradford Street drain, the Center 
Street sewer, the regulay surface drainage appropriation, and 
the amount of money from the Highway account devoted to 
that work, the expenditures have amounted to about $12,000. 
Also portions of the expenditures on Peck's Road, and Pon- 
toosuc Avenue were for the removal of surface water. 

The care of this storm water will continue to call for rela- 
tively large expenditures of money. While the City now has 
its sewer system it has no system of surface drainage. The 
Bradford Street drain is the beginning of a well planned and 
effective system of surface water drains. Other portions of 
the City are cared for by a sort of temporary makeshift lines 
of drains, and will eventually need thorough systems like that 
in bradford Street. 

The Bradford Street line was extended eastward about 500 
feet during the season, and a proper number of catchbasins 
and manholes built upon it. This line should be continued 
each year until completed. 

The construction of new streets through the Pollock prop- 
erty, opening upon Elm Street, brought a large amount of 
surface water upon that street in a short time during rains. 
The drains which had heretofore taken it away, were too 
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small and it became necessary to do something for the relief 
of the locality at and near the junction of Elm and Newell 
Streets. This Board proceeded to lay a new drain from the 
junction of Elm and Newell Streets across private land to the 
river, and construct new catchbasins. 

Near the Government mill the surface water has been a 
source of trouble for several years, and ,the building of the 
street car tracks made it necessary to dispose of it. Accord- 
ingly a line of pipe was laid, catchbasins built and a long 
stretch of gutters paved. The water was conducted to the 
river west of the Government mill. 


STATE HIGHWAY. 


Pittsfield not having been awarded any State highway in 
1896, the Board had nothing to do in that direction. We 
would recommend that the proper steps be taken by your 
Honorable Bodies, early in the coming year, to secure the 
award of a section of State road in Pittsfield. The efforts in 
that direction in 1896 were too late. In order to be effectual 
such efforts should be set on foot very early in the year. 
Sinee these roads are paid for by the State, Pittsfield must 
bear her share of the cost wherever they are laid. If we can 
secure some for our City it will cost no more than if we go 
without. We have petitions now before the State Commis- 
sioners for about four and one-half miles of State highway, 
being from the east end of the mile built in West Pittsfieid to 
the center, and one mile on Dalton Avenue, from the Dalton 
line westward. We would suggest that the remainder of 
Dalton Avenue be surveyed and petitions entered for it. 

Our steam roller was rented to the Town of Dalton nearly 
the entire season, and the City will receive $825 for the use 
of it. 


BRIDGES. 


In no year has there been as many additions, and as costly 
ones, to our system of bridges, as in 1896. Three heavy, 
strong bridges, with wide, commodious roadways, have been 
built on three of the main roads leading from the center of 
the City, and one of less width on Pontoosuc Avenue. One 
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of these, the South Street bridge, was built by the N. Y., N. 
H. & H. R. R. Co., and at their expense. It is a fine bridge of 
the plate girder pattern, with a 33 foot roadway. The Dalton 
Avenue bridge was built chiefly at the expense of the Pitts- 
field Electric Street Railway Company. It is of the side truss 
pattern, and has 32 foot roadway. The Pomeroy bridge on 
West Housatonic Street was built at the City's expense. It 
is of the side truss pattern, with 32 foot roadway and two 
five foot sidewalks. In size, strength and appearance, it is 
the finest bridge in the City. These three bridges are of suf- 
ficient strength to support street cars and road roller. The 
fourth bridge was built on Pontoosuc avenue. It is a side 
truss bridge somewhat lighter than the others. It has 16 foot 
roadway and one six foot walk. 

Practically all the other iron bridges in the City, with the 
exception of the Tannery bridge, have been painted min red 
lead, the best preservative of iron known. 

The abutments to the Van Sickler bridge have been closely 
watched, and so far as can be seen, remain in about the same 
condition as for three years past. The walls do not appear to 
bulge or crack more than they had done. Sooner or later, 
however, new abutments will doubtless have to be con- 
structed. 


LIGHTING STREETS. 


The lighting of our streets has reached a point where the 
appropriation required is large. For 1896 the appropriation 
was $12,000 and for 1897 $13,000 will be required in order to 
allow any margin for increase, and that sum will only give a 
very small amount for new lights. We are not, however, ex- 
pending as much as the average Massachusetts City of our 
size. North Adams estimates that $15,500 will be needed for 
lights in 1897. Medford with 14,000 population expended 
$11,097.98; Malden with 29,000 population expended $24,- 
298.47; Beverly with 11,000 population expended $11,194.50. 

There has been some discussion in public concerning the 
advisability of the City supplying its own electric lights, from 
its own central station, and that is a subject which is worthy 
of consideration. There is a Statute, however, which defines 
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the manner in which municipalities may undertake that 
» work, and any discussion of the subject should recognize the 
conditions imposed in that Statute. Pittsfield uses a larger 
number of incandescent electric lights in series than almost 
any other city we know of. In establishing these lights the 
Board has followed in the footsteps of its predecessors, and 
granted them in response to petitions. It is our opinion that 
the principal streets will be better lighted by arc lamps en- 
tirely. 


During the year 1896 the following lights have been added:

PONTOOSUC AVENUE. 


Under the various appropriations made by your Honorable 
Bodies during the year for improvement of Pontoosuc Avenue, 
the steel cylinder purchased last year was placed in the canal, 
anew bridge built over the river. and the houses of Michael 
Foley were raised and the surrounding grade raised. Detailed 
accounts of the work of placing the cylinder, building the new 
bridge, etc., will be found elsewhere. The work of raising the: 
two houses of Michael Foley was let on contract to Charles 
Markham. The houses were raised, foundation walls built to 
the new height, and everything left in as good condition as 
previously. The bottom of the cellars had to be filled to bring 
them up to a proper level, and around th» houses the ground 
was raised by carting in dirt taken from Briggs Avenue. 


BICYCLE PATH. 


Your Bodies having appropriated $300 for a bicycle path, 
this Board proceeded to construct one in accordance with the- 
wishes of the committee which the bicycle club had appointed 


to look after the matter. The walk was built on the Junction : 


Road, from the Junetion bridge to the site of the old Glen 
house. The path followed the natural surface of the ground 
very closely, and only a thin coating of gravel was put on. 
Some difficulty was experienced in getting the material packed, 
but during the latter part of the season the path was in fairly 
good condition. 
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CENTER STREET SEWER. 

For many years past surface water had caused trouble on 
the north side of West Street in the neighborhood of the Ford 
and Wadhams blocks, and the City has paid a considerable 
amount of money in damages. Early in 1896 this Board made 
a careful investigation of the conditions, and asked your Hon-. 
orable Bodies for an appropriation. As soon as the money 
was in hand, the sewer north of West Street was replaced with 
24 inch iron pipe resting on piles driven toa hard bottom. 
We are of the opinion that the trouble heretofore experienced 
there, will be relieved by this new work. "There should, how- 
ever, be some changes made in West Street. Where the West 
Street sewers now enter the Center Street sewer at right 
angles, and opposite each other, they should be brought in on. 
a curve, so as not to impede the stream. 


CITY HALL. 

Early in the year the addition to the City hall was completed 
and furnished. The work of completion consisted in painting 
the walls of the rooms in the new part, painting the exterior 
woodwork of the old part, painting and papering two rooms in 
the old part, whitening the walls in the cellar, and the pur- 
chase of furniture and fittings for such as needed them. The 
work was accomplished within the appropriation, and the City 
hall is now all in good order. We know of no large repairs 
which will be needed the coming year, unless it be a new set 


of steps to the front entrance, which will not be very expen- 
sive.

SEWER DEPARTMENT. 

During the year 1896, 1814.3 feet of new sewers were laid, 
including 261.3 feet in Clinton Avenue, put in in place of the 
old sewer in that street which has been an almost constant 
source of annoyance and expense for some years past. This 
sewer is now in good condition, 

There. were 140 permits granted during the year for house 
connections with the sewers, making a grand total of 998 con- 
nections up to Jan. 1, 1897. 

The sewer pipe, with the exception of some specials, used 
in the construction of sewers during 1896, was bought and 
paid for during 1895. The pipe so used cost $175.

We again call your attention to the important matter of 
sewage disposal. The time rapidly approaches when this city 
must remove the outfall of her sewers from the Housatonic 
river. In our judgment it is imperative that this question be. 
taken up this year. No more time remains tban will be re- 
quired to determine what method of disposal shall be used and 
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to construct whatever plant shall be determined necessary, 
and the matter requires immediate action. We suggest: that 
your Honorable Bodies meet with the Board of Public Works. 
at the earliest possible date to confer on this topic. Delay in 
the consideration of this subject will greatly handicap the 
City. 


PEARL STREET TOOL YARD. 


The City Government of 1895 having made an exchange of 
land with St. Joseph’s church, it became necessary to fit up 
the new yard. The church moved the buildings and goods to 
the new site, but it was found necessary to rebuild the sheds 
in order to complv with the City ordinances. Your Honora- 
ble Bodies made an appropriation of $1000. New stone foun- 
dations were built for the sheds, the back and ends were 
walled in with brick, and a strong fence built around the lot. 
The roof of the sheds will have to be changed in order to 
comply with the ordinances, but the appropriation did not 
permit of that work being done in 1896. The old school 
house building stands in the lot well removed from the fence 
and rests upon temporary supports Aside from the above ` 
work, the yard has been carefully arranged, and the tools, 
machines and materials sorted. A small appropriation will be 
needed the coming year for the metal roof on the sheds. 


STREET SIGNS. 


Fifty posts made of three inch wrought iron pipe were 
purchased during the summer, and erected at street corners. 
where signs were necessary, and the signs attached to them. 
Special castings were required at the top of the posts to carry 
the signs. Fifty to one hundred more sign posts should be 
erected and signs mounted on them. | 


INSURANCE. 


The erection of new school houses has made it necessary to- 
spend more money the past year for insurance than has been 
usual. Insurance on other buildings has been kept up. In 
1897 additional amounts will have to be placed on the John 
Street school, the High school and the Almshouse barn. 


* 
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PARKS AND COMMON. 


The Parks and Common were placed in the hands of the 
Board for care during the year, and have received their usual 
care. Burbank park has had no care since the City acquired 
it, except that the grass has been sold, and some fertilizer has 
been applied. The past year the grass was cut by the Poor 
department for use at the Almshouse. The Board has made a 
provisional arrangement with the Poor department by which 
that department is to care for the land, and keep it fertilized 
in return for the hay which they can produce on the land. 

The City owns two wood lots on the West mountains, and 
the Board has been asked by the Poor department to cause 
those lots to be surveyed, so that the boundaries might be 
known, as they are in some doubt. The Board hesitated to do 
this, on account of the cost, and would suggest that an agree- 
ment might be made between the City and owners of land 
adjoining fixing the line by mutual consent, or they might be 
arrived at in some other way involving very little expense, 
without resort to an expensive survey.

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REPORT OF CIVIL ENGINEER. 


To the Honorable Board of Public Works of the City of Pittsfield, 
Mass. 
_ I herewith submit the following report of work done by this 
Department during the year ending January 1st, 1897. 

The months of January and February were largely spent by 
this Department in preparing plans and records of the work 
done in 1895. Sectional maps were made of the water pipes 
and surface drains that were laid, and records were made of 
all street and sidewalk grades. 


HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT. 

The principal jobs on which your engineer did work for this 
Department are as follows: Burbank Street and 'l'yler Street 
from Burbank to Dalton Avenue, were this year repaired and 
widened. In 1895 the street railway track was laid in these 
streets, which left the traveled way narrow and uncomfortable 
for driving. In Burbank Street the road way has been widened 
to 31 feet, except in a few places where shade trees have pre- 
vented. The paved gutters between North Street and First 
Street have been relaid, and new paved gutters have been 
built on the steep slope easterly of Second Street. The curb- 
ing on the southerly side of the street at North Street has 
been relaid with circular curbing. This has been laid so as to 
allow a sufficient space between curbing and track for travel, 
and greatly improves and makes safe what was formerly a 
dangerous corner. One new catch basin was built on Burbank 
Street and two on North Street near its junction with Burbank 
Street. The roadway on Tyler Street was widened from 31 
feet to 46 feet. This necessitated the cutting down and grub- 
bing out of a large number of trees, on the high bank near 
Parker and Plunkett Streets, and the removing of large quan- 
tities of hardpan soil. | 

The highway near the Government Mill has been regraded 
and the roadway widened. Two paved gutters have been laid 
on the hill near the mill, for a distance of 425 feet. 'Two new 
catch basins have been built near the foot of the hill and 425 
feet of 15 inch pipe laid from the catch basins to the river. 
This work was made imperative by the locating of the street 
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railway track in the place formerly oceupied by the paved gut- 
ter. This was done so as to not dangerously narrow the road. 
way. You have now at this point a well drained roadway 24 
feet wide exclusive of railway track. 


South Street. 


This year a new bridge has been built on South Street, 
across the N. Y, N. H.& H. R. R. The bridge is a plate 
girder with a 33 foot roadway. The street has been worked 
to the same width from the railroad, southerly for a distance 
of 360 feet and northerly to the Housatonic River. The ex- 
pense of this work was borne by the Railroad Company, ex- 
cept that the giving of lines and grades on the street grading 
was mainly done by this department. 


Peck’s Road. 


The abutters on Peck’s Road jy etitioned the City Government 
to widen and grade the road from Wahconah Street to Lake 
Avenue, By the orders of the Highway Committee this street 
was surveyed, bounds set and a grade line determined upon 
and accepted by the City Government. An appropriation of 
$1750 was made and the street has been worked from Wah- 
conah Street to Peck’s lower mill,a distance of 2500 feet. The 
old roadway did not follow the center line of the street loca- 
tion and in many places was less than 16 feet wide. But little 
provision had been or could be made to take care of the sur- 
face water, as the road was in some places nearly level for dis- 
tances of flve or slx hundred feet, which made it impracticable 
to do so without proper regrading. In working the street the 
way was made 32.50 feet wide, except on the bridges and their 
approaches, and it now occupies the center of the location. 
The street has been worked to grades that will carry the sur- 
face water to points where it can be taken care of, by means 
of drains or sluices. Near the corner of Wahoconah street two 
catch basins were built and an 18 inch pipe laid from them to 
the river, a distance of 157 feet. The full benefit of this work 
will not be obtained until the bridges are widened to corre- 
spond. 
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Pontoosuc Ave. 


The sum of $3250 was appropriated this year for the work- 
ing of Pontoosuc Avenue. The steel cylinder that was bought 
last year has been put in place of the wooden bridge at the 
canal. This cylinder has an internal diameter of 64 feet. Wing 
walls have been built on both sides of the cylinder. On the 
southerly side of the street I beams have been laid and a brick 
arch built between the end of the cylinder and the street line. 
This work now provides for a road way 24 feet wide, and for one 
walk 6 feet wide. If public convenience should ever require a 
walk on the northerly side of the street, two brick arches of a 
total width of 7 feet can be built to provide for the same. 

The old bridge crossing the river was a dilapidated wooden 
structure, built on what were only an apology for abutments. 
These have been replaced by substantial struetures suitable 
for the purpose. A steel bridge with a roadway 16 feet wide 
and a walk 6 feet wide has been put in place of the wooden 
bridge. The water way between the abutments has been left 
the same width as that between the old abutments. 

The houses numbered 16 and 22 owned by Michael Foley 
were so low as to require raising before the street could be 
worked to the established grade. This has been done at an 
expense of $530, exclusive of grading. 

Your engineers have also worked on a large number of 
smaller jobs for this Department. Among these are the grad- 
ing of Elm Street for a distance of 1300 feet, North Street for 
a distance of 1200 feet, Seymour Street for a distance of 1000 
feet, Alder and Park Streets for their entire length. 


BRIDGES. 


Under an agreement with the Street Railway Company the 
City has built a new bridge on the Dalton Road over the 
North Adams branch of the B. & A. R. R. This necessitated 
the extending of the abutments 15 feet southerly. The ma- 
terial under the abutments is a quick-sand. Piles were there- 
fore driven to obtain a proper foundation. ‘These abutments 
are 26 feet 8 inches high from bottom of foundation to road- 
way and are 9 feet wide at bottom. Your engineer did not 
take charge of this work until the foundation had been com- 
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pleted. The new bridge has a roadway of 32 feet, which is 
13.50 feet wider than that on the old bridge. Owing to the 
greater depth of the floor system (wnich was made necessary 
by the greater width and greater carrying capacity of the 
new bridge), it was found necessary to raise the floor 154 
inches above that of the old bridge, in order to obtain the 
head room of 18 feet above the railroad track required by law. 
It was necessary to raise the approaches on both sides, so as 
to meet this new grade. Much the greater part of the engi- 
neering connected with this work was done by this Depart- 
ment. | 

The total cost of this work, including bridge, stone work 
and approaches, was $6,293.13. 


Pomeroy Bridge. 


The old bridge and abutments on West Housatonie Street, 
near Pomeroy. Lower Mill, have been replaced by new struc- 
tures. | 

The old bridge had become unsuitable for the heavy loads - 
which passed over it. It was also too narrow to accommodate 
the travel. The old abutments were built on a log founda- 
tion, built in form of a crib. These abutments were poorly ` 

built, and had settled badly. The old bridge had a roadway 
. 14 feet wide with two sidewalks 34 feet wide. The clear span 
between the abutments was 47 feet. The new bridge has a 
roadway 32 feet wide, with two sidewalks 5 feet wide. The 
present clear span is 65 feet. The span was made this length 
in order to place the abutments on firmer foundation and to 
save length of wings. The foundation proved to consist of a 
thin layer of gravel underlaid with quiek-sand. To prepare a 
foundation for the abutments 128 piles were driven. The 
piles were driven from 3 to 4 feet between centers. The top 
of the piles were sawed off 2} feet above grade. This space 
was filled in with concrete, which was thoroughly rammed in 
place. The concrete was made of Portland cement, mortar 
and broken stone. The east abutment is 18.50 feet high and 
the west abutment 17.50 feet high. The bottom width was 8 
feet. 
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SEWERS. 


During the month of April the engineers employed on the 
Sewer Department were transferred to this office, and since 
that time the engineering on the sewers has been done by this 
Department. I will report only on the work done from April 
to the present time.

The work on the Clinton Avenue sewer was caused by poor 
construction at the time it was laid. This sewer was laid some 
years ago by the Fire District and before the adoption of the 
new system. Like many of the old sewers, but little attention 
was paid to proper engineering or inspecting of the same. 
This sewer had neither a proper grade or line and had caused 
a large amount of trouble in the past by continually stopping up. 


South Street Sewer. 


A portion of the old South Street sewer near Henry Avenue 
and Broad Street also became clogged and a portion of it was 
dug up. It was found that it had been improperly laid, some 
of the pipe pitching in the wrong direction. 

The Broad Street sewer, which had formerly discharged 
into this old South Street sewer, was discontinued and con- 
nected with the new sewer on Henry Avenue. About 35 feet 
of 6" vitrified pipe was laid. . 


SURFACE DRAINS. 


Bradford Street Surface Drain. 
The Bradford Street surface drain has been extended to 
Daniels Avenue, a distance of 508.40 feet. This drain is a 30" 
cast iron pipe. Seven new catch basins were built on this line 
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and two manholes. ‘This drain is designed to take the water 
from North Street and vicinity between the railroad bridge 
and Madison Avenue, and all the territory westerly to the 
summit of the hill. 

I would respectfully suggest to your Honorable Board the 
desirability of continuing this work the coming season. Inlay- 
ing this Bradford Street drain it was necessary to take up the 
paved gutter on the northerly side of the street. It was so 
late in the season before this gutter could be relaid that it was 
thought advisable to wait until the coming year. This should 
be laid as early in the spring as practicable to avoid washing 
of the street surface. 


Center Street Surface Drain and Sewer. 


For several years the Center Street drain and its extension, 
which runs northerly across lands of Wadhams, Ford, Rob- 
bins and Morton, has failed to properly carry the water coming 
toit. By your direetions the Center Street drain was carefully 
examined and cleaned and two new manholes built. On the 
extension of this line, (chat is the portion through private 
lands) the old drain consisted of a 24 inch wooden cylinder 
which was laid on mud foundation. This cylinder had settled 
badly and was consequently half full of dirt. This cylinder 
was taken up and a 24 inch iron pipe laid in place of it. 
Through the open lots four ineh piles were driven with a pile 
driven for each 12 feet length of pipe. These piles were 
driven in pairs and a wooden cap was laid across the top of 
them to support the pipe. 

Under the buildings owned by Wadhams and Ford the piles 
were from 4 to 5 inches in diameter at the smaller end, and 
were driven by hand. Under these buildings four piles 
were driven to each cap or eight piles to a pipe. Under the 
coal sheds owned by W. G. Morton the ground seemed to be 
thoroughly compacted so that no piles were driven. Four 
manholes were built on this portion of the line. 

An examination of the connection between the West Street 
and Center Street sewers shows that the West Street sewer 
discharges its flow nearly at right angles to the flow of the 
Center Street sewer. This must quite largely reduce the 
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carrying capacity of the Center Street sewer. It was the 
intention to have had this changed and the two sewers con- 
nected by means of a curve, but the lateness of the season pre- 
vented. In the opinion of your engineer this should be 
changed the coming year.

SIDEWALKS. 


Your engineers have done the engineering required on 


6,030 lineal feet of concrete walks, and 472 feet of gravel. 
walks. 
WATERWORKS. 


A preliminary survey was made for the purpose of deter- 
mining whether it was practicable to take the waters of May 
Brook and also at the same time furnish with water the places 
of Walker and Valentine and others situated on the high 
ground adjacent to West Street. 

But little time could be allowed us for this work, as it was. 
necessary to get the whole matter before the legislature by a 
certain time. This compelled us to go the large part of the 
work during two of the stormiest and worst days of the year. 

The haste with which the work was done prevented work- 
ing out all the details as complete as we would like, We 
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found, however, that the sill of Mr. Valentine’s house was 
11.50 feet below the top of the waste weir at Ashley distribu- 
ting reservoir while that of Mr. Walker’s house is 27.50 feet. 
above it. Rough estimates show that the cost of building a 
dam at a point about 37 feet above Ashley lower dam and the 
laying of over three miles of 8 inch pipe toit, is about $21,000. 
This does not include land or damages. 

No test pits have been sunk for rock, and only a limited 
amount has been estimated for. If a large amount of rock 
should be found the cost would be more than estimated. As 
there seems to be but little chance for any storage on this 
stream, we estimated on a dam only large enough to turn the 
water into the pipe. If the dam is built at the point de- 
scribed above, it will be high enough to provide water for all 
the places adjacent to West Street, except that of Mr. W. D. 
Walker’s.. The water pressure would, however, be very light 
at Mr. Valentine’s residence. The dam could not be placed at 
a much greater heighth than that mentioned above, without 
considerable loss in the amount of water that would be re- 
ceived, as there is a large spring which discharges into the 
stream just above the point chosen for a dam. The average of 
21 weir readings taken on this brook between July 23 and 
Sept. 11, in the summer of 1895, which was one of the driest 
seasons that has been known for years, shows a flow of 137,000 
gallons. The largest observed flow was 235,000 gallons, and 
the smallest 107.000 gallons. | 

The average of readings taken during the same period on 
the several brooks constituting our present water supply 
shows the following: 


Mill Brook, 315,347 gals. 
Sackett Brook, just above city dam, 178,955 “ 
Hathaway Brook, just above city dam, 72,000 “ 


These figures do not give only an approximate comparison 
between the flow of the different brooks as the number of 
readings taken were too limited for an exact comparison. The 
examination made by the Massachusetts State Board of 
Health shows that the water of this brook is equal in purity 
and excellence to any now used by this city. On a large por- 
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tion of this line the water pressure would be very light so that | 
it would be of little use in case of fire without the aid of 
steamers. 


Ashley Lake Survey. 


The Massachusetts State Board of Health having requested 
that the capacity of Lake Ashley be determined, the City 
Government appropriated the sum of seven hundred ($700.00) 
dollars for the purpose. Your engineer was directed to make 
the necessary surveys. The work to be done consisted prin- 
cipally of taking the depth of the water every fifty (50) or 
one hundred (100) feet over the whole area of the pond. As 
this work could be done far more easily on the ice than in any 
other way the work was commenced as early in the season as 
the weather and circumstances would permit. The work of 
surveying the pond was commenced March 5th, 1896. A 
straight line was run lengthwise of the pond and every fifty 
(50) feet or one hundred (100) feet, according to the lay of 
the ground, lines were thrown off at right angles to this first 
(or base) line. Holes were cut in the ice on those right angle 
lines from twenty-five (25) to one hundred (100) feet apart. 
As it was desirable to get data so that the capacity of the 
pond would be known if the dam was raised any reasonable 
amount, a flowage line was run six (6) feet above the top of 
the present waste weir. There were also a large number of ` 
soundings taken with iron rods, for the purpose of finding 
the depth of mud and location of ledges in the channel; this 
was done to determine the practicability of lowering the chan- 
nel. From six (6) to eleven (11) men were used in measuring 
the lines, running the levels for the flowage line, cutting holes 
in the ice, taking the depth of water, taking soundings for 
rock and mud, cutting brush, etc., etc. 

Although the weather was not always propitious the work 
was rapidly pushed, and at the end of fourteen (14) days the 
field work, with the exception of a small amount of land 
work, was done. During the last few days there had been a 
heavy fall of snow which had been packed by the wind in 
heavy drifts on the shore. As this shore work could be much 
more easily done later, it was left until the latter part of April, 
after the snow had gone. This last part of the work was 
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finished by four (4) men in 2 days. Not the least part of the 
work was the making of the necessary plans and calculations. 
The amount of water that is in the basin was calculated for 
every three inches, in depth and are given in the accompany- 
ing table.

The total cost of this work was $575.06. In addition to the 
work just described, the State Board of Health have also sug- 
gested that it would be wise to make a survey of the water- 
shed which at present drains into Ashley Lake, and a survey 
also of the water-shed, the drainage of which can be diverted 
by means of canals into the lake. It would appear from the 
Massachusetts Topographieal map as if it were practicable to 
thus obtain the drainage of several hundred acres. The 
amount of water that could be obtained in this way would de- 
pend largely upon the nature of the soil. Whether it would 
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be practicable to take this water and whether it would be a 
paying investment for the city can only be determined by ex- 
tensive surveys. | 

If your Honorable Board should deem it advisable to finish 
this work, I would suggest that it would be advisable to start 
on it as early in the season as the condition of the surface will 
allow, so that it can be finished before the construetion season 
opens. Even if it is not considered desirable to make any fur- 
ther addition to our water supply at present, it is wise to have 
definite plans decided upon with the greater part of the pre- 
liminary work done, so that when a new addition is needed, 
that there may be no great delay in starting the work. 


Ashley Lower Reservoir. 


Surveys have also been made this last year at the distrib- 
uting reservoir on Ashley Brook, having in view the making 
of a larger reservoir at this point. The present reservoir 
holds when full about 2,000,000 gallons which is about one 
day's supply. Professor D. M. Greene has recommended to 
your Honorable Board that a new dam be built capable of 
holding more than a day's supply of water and which would 
insure a sufficient supply for any large fire. If the size of the 
reservoir could be farther increased so as to hold several days' 
supply it would certainly result in a large savings of water. 
After a heavy rain the discharge from the different brooks 
forming part of your water supply is usually largely in excess 
of the amount used by the city. As there is at present no 
chance for storage on any of these streams (the only storage 
basin the city has is Ashley Lake) most of this storm water is 
lost. Ifthe distributing reservoir at lower Ashley was larger 
a portion of this excess could be stored and thus help to re. 
lieve the draught during the dry season on Ashley Lake. 
There is a large water shed that drains into Ashley Brook be- 
tween the lake and the distributing reservoir. The dams on 
the Sackett, Hathaway and Mill brooks are from 41 to 52 feet 
above the Ashley distributing reservoir and when there is an 
excess in these streams the water will back into the distrib- 
uting reservoir. There would therefore be no lack of water 
during any heavy fall of rain to fill a basin of considerable

size at this point. The nature of the ground is, however, such 
as to prevent a reservoir being built of any great size without 
great expense. Rough estimates show that a masonry dam 
can be built holding over 8,000,000 gallons and costing about 
$30,000. We estimated on making the new dam 10 feet higher 
than the present one. This would raise the pressure in our 
city correspondingly when the basin was full, but as it would 
be drawn upon, the average net gain would probably be a little 
less than 10 feet The present dam is 146 feet above the Park. 
If deemed desirable more storage could be obtained than esti- 
mated above, but the gain would probably be out of proportion 
to the additional expense. Before anything definite was de- 
cided upon I would respectfully recommend that a more care- 
ful examination be made of the proposed dam site, by means 
of test pits and soundings. This work was done by the ad- 
vice and with the co-operation of D. H. Tower. 
Water Works Construction. 

Four and 34) (4.54) miles of new water pipe have been laid 
this year and 844 feet of pipe relaid on which engineering has 
` been done. This has consisted chiefly of taking locations of 
the pipes and specials. Eight (8) iron markers have been put 
in to define survey lines to which the pipe has been located. 
These were placed where street lines were not well defined 
and where no line could be located permanently without them. 
When the pipe was laid through streets on which grades have 
been established, but which have not been worked, these es- 
tablished grades have been given by this Department. The 
total number of feet of pipe on which grades have been given 
was 900 feet. 

HIGHWAY COMMITTEE WORK. 


Under the directions of the Highway Committee a survey 
Was made for a proposed State Highway on the Dalton road, 
from the Dalton line westerly for one mile. Plans and profiles 
of the same were made, and were sent to the State Highway 
Commission. Surveys were also made of Charles Street, Ap- 
pleton Avenue, Dawes Avenue and Peck’s Road. 

The total cost of engineering done by this Department has 
been $5,387.83. | 

The total cost of engineering for the construction work, in- 
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cluding preliminary surveys (but not including the surveys for 
the State Highway, Ashley Lake and other work which have 
not been done for the benefit of the present construction 
work) is $4,237.37. This engineering was done for the benefit 
of work costing $83,880.80. 

Accompanying this report is an itemized account of the 
expenses of this Department, also two maps, one of Lake 
Ashley and one showing the location of the different water 
supplies of the City. 

In conclusion I wish to extend my thanks to your Honora- 
ble Board for the many courtesies shown me, and I also wish 
to thank the several assistants who have been associated with 
me, for their co-operation and faithful services.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF WATER WORKS. 


To the Honorable Board of Public Works of the City of 
Pittsfield : 


I herewith submit to you my annual report of the condition 
of the Water Works, and the work done by the-Water De- 
partment, together with a tabulated statement of the total 
number and size of gates, mains and hydrants, and recommen- 
dations of alterations and improvements, which, as I see them, 
should be made during the coming year. 


EXTENSIONS. 


. During the year 1896, the call for extensions in the outlying 
sections of the city has been unusually large. The opening of 
streets in the “Morningside” district has necessitated the con- 
struction of an 8-inch feeder from the 12-inch pipe on Fourth 
Street to the corner of Benedict road. The running of an 8- 
inch feeder from North Street, through Linden to Onota 
Street, has reinforced the supply in that section of the city 
west of the Housatonic River and made it adequate for all 
demands. | 

Late in the month of November it was deemed necessary to 
afford some better fire protection for that section of city in the 
vicinity of the new High School building Accordingly an 8- 
inch feeder was extended from the 12-inch main on Fourth 
Street through Lake Street to Second Street, and on Second 
Street to the corner of Silver Street. It was intended to con- 
tinue on to Fenn Street, but in view of the frost in the 
ground it was deemed inadvisable, and the work was aban- 
doned until next year. Below is given the total number of 
feet and size of pipe laid this year.

SEWER CONNECTIONS. 


This work has been continued by the Water Department, 
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and as was the case last year, been in charge of Mr. Frank E. 
Hatch, who has also made the service connections for water, 
looked out for the maintenance of the works, and set and re- 
paired meters.

During the year this department has been called upon 
twice to remedy the trouble in cases where the “old sewers " 
have been stopped up. There have been nine house connec- 
tions stopped up during the year, which have been dug up and 
repaired. 
RESERVOIRS. 


Sackett, Hathaway and Ashley reservoirs were all drawn oft 
early in the season and thoroughly cleaned. In Sackett and 
Ashley reservoirs, mud and leaves, the accumulation of two 
years, was removed by flushing through the waste gates. At 
the Mill Brook reservoir, work which was left unfinished last 
year, has been completed, and it is now in good condition. It 
has been drawn off and cleaned three times during the year. 


ASHLEY LAKE. 


At Ashley Lake, part of the old rail and brush fences which 
were in bad condition have been taken down and replaced 
with wire. In consequence of its long use, the 16" gate, which 
controlled the supply to the lower reservoir, had become 
“water worn” and could not be shut down entirely. Accord- 
ingly, at the beginning of the season, the end of the gate 
house wall was taken down, and a new gate put on, outside of 
the old one, so that when the supply in the brooks is sufficient 
for our demands we can shut this outer gate, and there will be 
no water wasted from the lake.

HYDRANTS. 


There have been set during the year 46 steamer hydrants, 
3 two-way hydrants, and 2 single hydrants. Four of the old 
* Ayers" hydrants have been taken out and replaced with new 
ones, but there still remain about 23. These should all be 
taken out and replaced with new ones as fast as possible. 


WASTE. 


Owing to an unusually wet season, our supply of water has 
been abundant, but had the present year been as dry as was 
the last I think there is but little doubt that we would have 
again been in danger of a serious shortage. During seasons 
when a drought is imminent,waste is restricted as much as pos- 
sible by rigid inspection, but as soon as the supply becomes 
adequate to the demands and water begins to run over the 
dams, waste becomes as prevalent as ever, and herein lies the 
danger that threatens our supply. 

The consumer falls into the habit of wasting, and it is a habit 
not easily broken. It would seem that with the coming sum- 
mer as dry as were those of 1894—’95, the City of Pittsfield 
would be obliged to consider either the addition of other 
brooks to its present system, the use of the pumping station, 
or some system that will restrict the consumption of water to 
its legitimate uses. With the addition of other brooks, Pitts- 
field would again have plenty of water which the consumer 
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would continue to waste until ultimately she would have to 
look still further. Restrict the use of water as it should be 
restricted, and the present sources of supply will serve for 
very much longer. The experience of this department has 
proven that the only effectual way to prevent waste is by the 
adoption of meters. If every service pipe in the city was 
metered, the wasteful consumer thereby made to pay for the 
actual amount of water used on his premises, the waste of 
water would very soon be reduced and the danger of shortage 
postponed. I would suggest, therefore, that the purchase of 
meters be continued in such numbers as the condition of the 
finances will allow, until such time as the City is called upon 
to seriously consider their universal adoption. 


METERS. 


There have been set during the year the following meters: 

8 2 Crown Meters, 34 Crown Meters. At the beginning 
of the school year in September, a meter set temporarily on 
the brick building at Orchard Street School showed a con- 
sumption in 18 days of 301,302 gallons, or a daily consumption 
of nearly 17,000 gallons. This is only one instance, showing 
the enormous consumption of water where its use is unre- 
stricted.

MISCELLANEOUS. 


Owing to the widening of the roadway on South Street at 
the crossing of N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R., and the cutting down 
of the hill betwen that point and the Taylor bridge, it was 
necessary to change the location of the eight inch pipe at the. 
crossing of the railroad a distance of 344 feet, and also to- 
lower the pipe north of that point, where the cut was made, a. 
distance of 500 feet. 

On Park Street, owing to a change in grade, the main pipe. ` 
was lowered a distance of 300 feet, together with eight service. 
pipes. | 

Service pipes on Alder, Tyler and Brown Streets have also 
been lowered on account of the cutting down of the roadway 
and sidewalks. 

It was found necessary to lower the eight inch pipe on Pon- 
toosuc Avenue where it crossed the canal, to permit the plac- 
ing of the large boiler shell. On account of the steep grade, 
and the fact that the pipe would have to be uncovered fora 
long distance to lower it in the ordinary way, this was accom- 
plished by the use of quarter bends. 

Early in the year the gate houses at all the reservoirs, at 
Ashley Lake and the pumping station were painted, and they 
now present a good appearance. 

During the process of driving piles, for the abutments of 
the Pomeroy bridge the old pipe, which crossed on the bed of 
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the river at the south side of the bridge, was broken off. A 
temporary pipe was therefore laid on top of the ground from 
the end of the pipe on South Church Street, across the bridge 
near the satinet mill, and connected to the Mill Street pipe 
through the hydrant on the end. Upon the completion of the 
iron work of the new bridge an eight inch pipe was continued 
from the end of the eight inch pipe on Henry Avenue at its 
junction with West Housatonic Street, through the new abut- 
ments to a point near the corner of Harris Street. The new 
pipe is suspended from the iron work of the bridge, covered 
with hair felt, and boxed up. 


NEEDED EXTENSIONS AND RENEWALS 


In conclusion, I beg leave to suggest the following exten- 
sions and renewals: 

At the present time it looks as if there would be little call 
for extensions during the coming year in places not already 
supplied with water. We will therefore have an excellent 
opportunity to renew such portions of the old plant as are 
absolutely in need of it. There exists in the old plant many 
dead ends which should be abolished. 

On Robbins Avenue, between Madison Avenue and Linden 
Street, there is no pipe, and between Linden Street and Brad- 
ford Street there is a dead end. I would recommend that a 6 
inch pipe be laid from Circular Avenue to Alder Street, with 
new hydrants at proper intervals, thereby affording that sec- 
tion of the city ample protection from fire. On Third Street 
the pipe is small, old and rusty. I would again suggest that 
this be taken up and relaid with 6 inch. 

On Wellington Avenue there is about 875 feet of 8 inch 
pipe and 300 feet of 2 inch pipe. This should be taken up 
and relaid with 6 inch. 

On Sümmer Street the cement pipe should be taken up and 
relaid with 6 inch east iron. 

The pipe on Willis Place should be extended to Fenn Street. 

The piece of cement pipe on North Street near the railroad. 
bridge should be taken up, and a new pipe carried across on 
the stringers of the bridge. I would also recommend that an 
8 inch pipe be carried from the 12 inch pipe on Fourth Street 
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through Lincoln Street to First, and north on First Street 
and connected with the 12 inch pipe at the corner of Tyler 
Street. This work is important, for it will afford the system 
of small pipes in that section of the city with a good supply. 

The one inch pipe on Madison Avenue, between North 
Street and Seymour Street, should be taken up and relaid 
with 6 inch and then continued south on Seymour Street to 
the dead end which exists between there and Linden Street, 
and north to Alder Street, through Alder street to the ex- 
isting six inch line near the corner of Francis Avenue. 

A short piece of inch pipe existing on River Street, between 
West Street and Division Street should be taken up and re- 
laid with six inch pipe. 

That section of the city in the vicinity of First Street, Pearl 
Street and Cottage Row is without adequate fire protection. . 
I would earnestly recommend that an eight inch line be car- 
ried from East Street, through First to Cottage Row, through 
Cottage Row to Renne Avenue and joining the eight inch line 
that comes through from North Street to the Whittlesey 
building. This will abolish a dead end which now exists be- 
tween Fenn Street and East Street.

REPORT OF FOREMAN ON HIGHWAYS. 
To the Honorable Board of Public Works : 


Gentlemen: I herewith submit a report of the operations 
of the year 1896 in the Highway Department. 

The care of snow roads was about one-third as great as in 
the previous winter, only about one thousand dollars being 
expended, and this amount includes the cutting out of gutters 
in the streets about the center of the City. There was no ne- 
cessity for carting snow away from the streets in the center 
of the City, and no great amount of labor required in opening 
the roads for wagons in the early spring.

On the disappearance of the snow in the spring the regular 
work of cleaning streets and repair of roads was begun. 
When the streets had been cleaned, gutters and catchbasins 
emptied, country roads smoothed up and turnpiked, stone 
raked out, water ways opened, gravelled where necessary, etc., 
work under special appropriations was commenced, and with 
the necessary care of the streets, occupied the remainder of 
the season. | 

In beginning a detailed account of the work of the year, I 
will first describe the work done under special appropriations: 


BURBANK AND TYLER STREETS. 


In doing the work on these two streets, for which the City 
Council made appropriation, we first cut out the gutters on 
Burbank Street, carrying the grade of the roadway back 
nearly to the sidewalks, making the travelled way considera- 
bly wider. The gutters on both sides were paved from Sec- 
ond Street to Cherry, and one catch basin rebuilt near the 
silk mill. The grading was continued to Tyler Street. 

Tyler Street was graded to the line of the street, and gravel 
sidewalks built on both sides, from its junction with Burbank 
Street to Dalton Avenue. In some places it was necessary to 
cut 6] feet, and a large amount of material was handled. 
Where cutting was necessary the material was used to fill at 
points where filing was necessary. The cuts furnished 
enough earth for all the fills, and some excess, which was used 
in widening the road way of Tyler Street just west of its junc- 
tion with Burbank. One sluice was widened at that point, 
and one small catch basin built near Dalton Avenue. The 
trees on Tyler Street which were removed in this work num- 
bered 111, and were taken out on contract bv Thomas Malloy 
After grading the entire roadway, it was gravelled, W A. 
Whittlesey furnished the gravel without charge. 


ALDER STREET. 


Under the special appropriation for Alder and Elizabeth 
Streets, Alder Street was graded from Seymour Street to 
River Street, and sidewalks built on both sides fora large por- 
tion of the distance. Three cross gutters were laid across 
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the street, and about 15 feet of paving on a private way be 
ing to George Burbank; to earry away surface water, an 
flue was laid across River Street to take surface water ` 
that point. In order to prevent damage we built a dyk 
north side of the street at one point, to keep surface w 
from private land. This dyke was paved with stone 
operates very successfully. The earth taken from the cut 


this street made all the fills, and a little extra was made 
of near at hand. 


NORTH STREET. 


From the south gateway to Davoll place on North Str 
south nearly to Drake's shop, the gutters were cut out and 
roadway graded. At the brow of the hill in front of S. 
RusselPs house, the center of the street was cut 18 inches, :

PONTOOSUC AVENUE.

Early in the season the steel cylinder purchased last year was 
laid in the bottom of the canal to the grist mill, In getting 
this cylinder low enough to satisfy the owners of the Cole 
water privilege, it was necessary to have the water pipe low- 
ered and to do a large amount of excavating in the bottom of 
the canal. After the cylinder was in, walls were built at its 
ends, and a long retaining wall from the north end up the hill. 

This fall we filled around the houses which had been raised 
by C. M. Markham on contract, taking the material from 
Briggs avenue. In doing this Briggs Avenue was cut down 
about four feet on the erown of the hill. A brick arch was 
built at the south end of: the steel cylinder, to carry the side- ` 
walk. The old wooden bridge over the river was removed, the 
old abutments taken down and new ones built to carry the 
new iron bridge which had been ordered. About 175 perch of 
stone was purchased for these abutments. On taking down 
the old ones, they were found to be built of such small and 
poor stone that it was impossible to make any use of them, 
except for filling back of the abutments. The foundations for 
ihe new abutments were carried down deeper than the old 
foundations, and the whole work done ina much more sub- . 
stantial manner. In order to get the foundations deep enough, 
it was necessary to shut out the water in the river. In build- 
ing the west abutment we made an earth dam which kept the 
water away. On the east side we made a dam by filling bags 
with sand and piling them in the form of a dam around the 
place to be excavated, and filling in front with mud. In addi- 
tion to building the abutments proper, quite a long wing wall 
was built on the northeast corner, and about 300 feet of new 
railing put up. 

GENERAL REPAIR WORK, 


The general repair and care of our streets and roads has 
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involved a number of pieces of work which are important 
enough to receive special mention. 

We gravelled the approaches to the bridge built over the N. 
Y., N. H. & H. R. R. on South Street,making a fine, wide road- 
way, at the request of the railroad company and at their 
expense. 

Elm Street, from the end of the corduroy road, near the 
** Johnson" place,to the City line,was turnpiked and gravelled- 

The Hale road was gravelled from the Hale place to the dry 
bridge near the Rice place. 

The Junction Road,north of the B. & A. R. R.,was gravelled; 
from the school house at the Junction westward to the foot of 
the hil). 

West Street was gravelled and patched as needed, from 
Briggs hill to the mountain. 

In connection with Mr. William Mahanna, the road from 
South Mountain Street to Mr. Mahannas brick yard, was 
repaired. The most of the labor was expended on the soft 
portion of the road through the *swamp," where stone was 
filled in and covered with gravel. The City expended about 
$118 and Mr. Mahanna avout $153. 

The east New Lenox Road was turnpiked from the corner 
beyond the Sampson place to the City line. Portions of this 
road, on the sandy hills, should be gravelled. 

West Housatonie Street was gravelled from South street to 
the Pomeroy bridge, and from Elizabeth Street to the bridge 
the shoulders of the roadway had to be picked off by hand, 
and the old material carted away, before it could be gravelled. 
Just east of the N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R. bridge over this street, 
an iron sluice was put in aud the roadbed turnpiked and grav- 
elled.. 

Park Street was graded its entire length, and Seymour 
Street from Madison Avenue to the car barn, which was 
nearly all hand work. 

The Berkshire Road, from just north of the old Glen house, 
was turnpiked nearly the entire length to the Lanesboro line, 
and covered with the best gravel obtainable in that part of the 
City. 

Third Street, Pond Street and Silver Street were graded. 
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The brush were cut on the Onota lake causeway, roadway 
widened and gravelled. New railing was also built for nearly 
its whole length. 

The following roads were turnpiked, either for the whole or 
a part of their length: Gale Avenue, Barkerville Road, Junc- 
tion Road, Benediet Road, Milton Road, East New Lenox 
Road, Hubbard Avenue, Holmes Road, Dawes Avenue, Crofut 
Street, West Housatonie Street, Daniels Avenue, Robbins 
Avenue, River Street, Briggs and Learned hills on West 
‘Street, Upper Lake Street, Dewey Road, Parker Avenue, Red 
House Road, Cascade Street, Smith Mountain Road, Elizabeth 
‘Street. 

Streets gravelled for their entire length or a portion of it are 
as follows: Holmes Road, Broad Street, Wendell Avenue, 
Center Street, Hale Road, Pomeroy Avenue, Junction Road, 
‘Church Street, Weller Road, New West Street, West Street, 
Shaker Mill Road, Barkerville Road, Tillotson Road, which 
had about 300 loads of cinders on it early in the summer and 
was gravelled in the fall, Mr. Tillotson giving the gravel; 
Elizabeth Street, Hamlin Street, East Street, Maplewood 
avenue, South Street, Government Mill hill, First Street, Park 
Square, West Street, Third Street. Depot Street, John Street, 
Berkshire Road. 

Railings have been erected on Water Street, the Onota Lake 
causeway, Peck’s. Road, Dalton Avenue, Old Dalton Road, 
West Housatonic Street at the Pomeroy bridge, Barkerville 
Road, and Pontoosuc Avenue; in all abaut 9,600 feet. 


BRIDGES, SLUICES, PAVING, ETC. 


The following bridge work has been done under my super- 
vision: The small bridge across Churchill Brook was rebuilt, : 
with new sleepers and plank. | 

The Taylor bridge on South Street had new sleepers and 
plank. | 

The Tillotson bridge, Hungerford bridge and the bridge on 
the Smith Mountain road were planked. 

We have put in the following new catchbasins: Two on 
Peck’s Road, two and one manhole near the Government Mill, 
one, on Burbank Street, one on Tyler Street, one on Lake 
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Street, two on Melville Street, one and one manhole on First 
Street, three and one manhole at the corner of North and Bur- 
bank Streets, one on Wahconah Street near Rosenhein’s, one 
on Columbus Avenue, one on Adam Street, and one man- 
hole at the corner of River and Alder Streets.

SUGGESTIONS. 


North Street was macadamized in 1891, and it is now in 
very bad condition, rough and uncomfortable. I would sang. 
gest that steps be taken to have our principal business streets. 
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paved. There is so much travel upon them that macadam will 
not last very long at the best, and the keeping of gravel or 
dirt roads in condition in the center of the City is almost 
impossible. If North and West Streets could be paved the 
repair bills would be very small, and the streets would keep 
in good condition. I thinkit would be good economy for the 
City to pave these two streets as rapidly as possible. 

Theroad from the Junction bridge northward to the rail- 
road crossing near the old Merrill homestead, should be turn- 
piked and covered with a liberal coat of gravel. The Hale 
road, from a point near R. A. Rice’s house westward to about 
500 feet west of the Junction bridge, should be treated in like 
manner. Wahconah Street, north from the grist mill bridge 
northward to Peck’s road, should have the surface scraped and 
covered with gravel. Onota Street, from Columbus Avenue 
north to the barn of the Cemetery corporation, ought to be 
gravelled and put 1n good condition.

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


To His Honor the Mayor, and Gentlemen of the City Council: 


I herewith submit to you my first annual report of the 
Pittsfield Fire Department, together with the fire losses, 
amount of insurance on same, with the amounts paid, and as 
far as possible the causes of each fire; also a full account of 
all expenditures and an inventory of all property in charge of 
the department. 

There has been, as far as learned, 33 fires since February 
first, the departinent having answered box alarms to 15 
fires, and 6 still alarms responded to by Protectives and other 
apparatus, without calling out the whole department, and 12 
fires where the department was not called. The department 
responded to one call for aid outside the City. The town of 
Lanesboro called for help and the response was answered by 
one steamer and hose. The expense they fully paid. 


APPARATUS. 


The apparatus of the department consists of 3 Steam En- 
gines, 1 Hand Engine (to be located at Stearnsville, or in that 
locality) 2 Hook and Ladder Trucks, 7 Hose Carts and one 
Protective Wagon, distributed as follows:

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Engine Co. No. 1.—1 fourth-class Clapp & Jones engine, I 
two-wheeled Hose Cart. 


Engine Co. No. 2.—1 fourth-class Clapp & Jones engine, 1 
two-wheeled Hose Cart.

Hook and Ladder Co.—1 Gleason & Bailey truck, fully 
equipped, and now used in the main portion of the City, where 
long and heavy ladders are required; 1 Hook and Ladder 
truck that has been entirely rebuilt and in first-class condi- 
tion, fully equipped with necessary ladders and other appli- 
ances; it being much lighter, it is used for all fires on first 
alarm. 


Protective Co. No. 1.—1 wagon fully equipped with fire ex- 
tinguisher, rubber and canvas covers, ropes, brooms and nec- 
esssary tools required for their purposes of protecting goods 
at fires. At the Central Station. 


Alert Hose No. 4.—1 two-wheeled hose cart, which is en- 
tirely too light to carry five hundred feet of hose safely, at 
D. Rosenhein’s barn, on Wahconah Street. One hand engine, 
now in process of repair, to be placed at a location to be de- 
termined, somewhere in the vicinity of Stearnsville. 1 two- 
wheeled hose cart, capable of carrying flve hundred feet of 
hose, to be placed at the same location as the hand engine at. 
Stearnsville. One two-wheeled hose cart at Morningside. 


The above apparatus is all in first-class order. The two 
Clapp & Jones steamers, although in size smaller than our 
city ought to have for the protection of its business center, 
are capable of doing some very hard service if occasion re- 
quires. They have both been carefully looked over and found 
in every way to be in first-class condition. The Silsby (No. 3). 
engine is now at the factory, being rebuilt with an entirely 
new boiler, and to be fully overhauled, and will return equally 
as good as an entirely new engine, and its capacity for service 
will be greatly increased by the boiler being one size larger 


than the original, which will give it much better steaming fa- 
cilities. 
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Hook and Ladder No.1 having been entirely rebuilt, the 
running gear being entirely new and better adapted for our 
streets for the present time. New ladders have been substi- 
tuted, and it is every way capable of serving -the city for 
many years to come, as it is very much lighter than the other 
truck, and is used entirely on all first alarms. The other 
truck is in good condition and can be gotten out very quickly 
when needed. 


Hose No. 5 having been rebuilt and put in condition to be 
drawn by two horses and with accommodations for six men 
to ride to fires. As it carries one thousand feet of hose, it is 
used by Companies 1 and 2 to respond to all alarms, and 
manned by the company who is on duty at that time. 


The Hose 4 hose cart is in good condition, but not adapted 
for the services required of it. 


. FIRE ALARM. 


Very much has been done to this particular branch of the 
department. A new six circuit repeater,with all the necessary 
appurtenances connected with it; a new storage battery, do- 
ing away entirely with the unreliable acid batteries; a new 
cable has been placed on North and South Streets, fully pro- 
tecting our wires from any interference from the many other 
electric wires that line our streets. New wires have been 
strung in localities where it was necessary to change from the 
original two circuit to the new six circuit system. Much of 
the old wire that was put up when the alarm was first con- 
structed, about thirteen years ago, has been replaced by new, 
and in all instances the fire alarm wires have been placed 
above all other wires where new work has been done. Four 
new boxes have been added this year—one on Onota Street, 
one on South Street, one at the House of Mercy and one at 
the Home for Aged Women. A new combination indicator 
and gong has been placed at the Electric Light Station, giving 
them better facilities for promptly and correctly blowing the 
whistle. All boxes have been provided with key guards, 
whereby the keys are always in the lock, avoiding any delay 
that might occur from parties not being able to locate a key 
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when needed. The alarm boxes have all been carefully in- 
spected by the Gamwell Co., and put in perfect working 
order. 

HOSE. 


We have at present in the department for fire service 6850 
feet of hose that is in suitable condition, and 1000 feet that 
can be used where only ahvdrant stream is needed. A large 
portion of this hose has been in use for some little time, the 
date of purchase being unable to determine, and occasions 
have occurred this year where it was necessary to reel par- 
tially wet hose on the carts, as all our hose had been in use 
and not dry enough to put away. 


HORSES 


The department has purchased the past year three horses, 
one single horse to do the work necessary on the fire alarm 
when trouble occurs, also for the use of the Chief at fires and 
on still alarms, where it is not necessary to have more than 
an extinguisher. 

A large pair of horses was purchased to better handle the 
Steamer or heavy pieces of apparatus, as the horses furnished 
by the livery stables are in most instances too light when our 
roads are heavy and blocked with snow. The rest of the ap- 
paratus is still drawn by horses furnished by the livery 
stables. 

The department has also purchased a Chief’s wagon, to- 

gether with the suitable swinging harness and hangers. 


DEPARTMENT HOUSES. 


The Central Engine House is in good condition, several 
necessary repairs having been made, the original boiler placed 
1n the cellar having been disposed of and a new one instituted, 
the chimney having been built higher to obtain suitable 
draught. A new hot water heater has also been placed in the 
cellar to provide at all times hot water for the bath rooms. 
Several new wardrobes and cupboards have been purchased. 

. No. 8 Engine House is in good condition, having been en- 
tirely repainted and the steam heating boiler repaired. : 
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FORCE OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


The force of the department consists of one Chief, three as- 
sistants, one steward of department and 75 men. 

Each Engine Company, Protective Company and Hook and 
Ladder company, 15 men each. 

Engine Companies 1, 2 and 3 each having 5 bunkers.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The following recommendations and purchases I should 
make for the coming year, that not less than 2000 feet of hose 
be purchased, as that will not cover the amount that is fast 
growing old and unreliable for severe fire service. 

That twenty-five covers be purchased for the Protective 
Company. A fire occurring over any of our large stores on 
the street, their present covers would be insufficient to protect 
the stock of any one store. 

That the remainder of the Fire Alarm wire that has by age 
become unreliable, be entirely rebuilt, and that at least six new 
Fire Alarm boxes be added during the year. 

That a suitable stable be constructed on the east side of 
Central Station with a capacity for the accommodation of five 
horses, and to be added to when occasion requires. 

That an entrance to the present hose tower be built, as the 
hose tower in the Central Station is.in no way adapted at pres- 
ent for the suitable drying of hose, and quite an expenditure — 
would be necessary to put it in serviceable condition. 

That a new Hose Cart and suitable quarters be established 
near the junction of Wahconah street and Peck’s Road for 
better protection of that portion of the city. Also that a suit- 
able Hose Cart and quarters be established at Morningside, as 
with the numerous hydrants in that vicinity much of the pro- 
perty could be protected until the arrival of the department. 

That the tanks that have beef abandoned this year be 
replaced or rebuilt as the occasion may require, more particu- 
: larly the one near the Academy of Music. 

That a combination Chemical Engine and Hose Wagon be 
purchased, also one pair of regular Fire Department horses for 
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same, with the suitable swinging harnesses. With this pur- 
chase it will be necessary to have three men constantly on 
duty. The reports from cities using these engines are that 
they attend to between 65 and 80 per cent of all the fires and 
save in many instances a large water loss. 

"That as fast as practicable more horses be added to the 
department as the city is fast spreading out and new buildings 
being constructed, most of which are wood. It is necessary in 
case of fire that our hose carts at least arrive on the ground as 
soon as possible, and I should advise the purchase of a suitable 
hose wagon and horse stationed at No. 3 Engine House, also 
one at the Central Engine Station. 

That suitable heater and connections be placed at Central 
Station to at all times keep hot water in the boilers of the 
steamers. 

In conclusion, I wish to heartily thank His Honor the Mayor 
and all the officers of the City Government, and especially the 
Fire Department Committee, by whose untiring effort it has 
been possible to aecomplish so many needed improvements, to 
the Chief of Police and his officers for the efficient help they 
have rendered at fires, and to the Board of Engineers and 
members of the department in general, who have al! endeav- 
ored to so fully aid in making the department a success.

To His Honor, the Mayor, and City Council: 


The Board of Health respectfully submit the following re- 
port for the year ending December 31st, 1896. 

The indiscriminate dumping of rubbish by the road side by 
many people as well as the public truckmen has been a source 
of many complaints.

There seems to prevail general satisfaction in the work of 
caring for night soil and cesspools.

PUBLIC DUMPING GROUND. 


The neeessity of the removal of the present dump is too 
well known to enter into another year with it in the locality 
where it now exists. Every effort will be made to provide à 
suitable place and we earnestly request the co-operation of the 
police in carrying out the regulations in regard to this matter. 
The city must maintain a dumping ground until it provides 
more modern methods of disposal of its refuse. Every effort 
has been made to take the best possible care of the dumping 
ground by drawing ashes and gravel and covering and by 
burning all waste possible. 
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The Board has held 52 regular meetings and 27 special 
meetings. Two cases of burials without permits by city un- 
dertakers have taken place; these parties have been called 
before the Board and the complaints sent to the City Attor- 
ney. 

One case of selling fowls not drawn was reported and the 
parties notified not to offer or sell same till drawn. 

The Board would call your attention to the excessive use of 
water in sprinkling our streets. This and the dense foliage is 
the cause of many of our thoroughfares being simple mud 
holes and propagators of disease. 

Hog cholera still continues among the herds here. The 
cases are not reported and will not be for the reason that the 
Cattle Commissioners do not pay for loss of same as in the 
past. It has been reported to this Board that one man alone 
has had in the past year 30 cases in his drove, the principal 
food of this drove being city swill. At this late day no posi- 
tive proof can be obtained against the parties. | i 

A number of complaints against butchers in this city have 
been made that they drive their cattle to adjoining towns for 
slaughter when our city affords good facilities for same. No 
reason for this can be given other than that they desire to 
avoid the work of our inspector. A case of bringing cattle 
from without the state to this city for slaughter without first 
placing the same in quarantine as provided by law and all evi- 
dence of facts submitted to the Commissioners. These cattle 
were slaughtered in this city and both found to be suffering 
with tuberculosis. They were destroyed. The Commissioners 
took no action in regard to the same. 

Adulteration of food stuffs and confectionery should have a 
thorough inspection in this citv by the State Inspector. Hun- 
dreds of pounds of so called candy are sold annually to chil- 
dren that are adulterations of the worst form. These are not 
goods manufactured in this city. 


DRAINS MAINTAINED BY THE CITY. 


The section of the city bounded by Center, New West, and 
South Church Streets,contains several open drains, into which 
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drainage, sewage, and a great amount of refuse enters. This — 
originally was a natural water way until converted by the 
town government. In the near future some form of perma- 
nent drain system must be provided for this part of the city 
and should receive the consideration of the Board of Public 
Works. |

Both of these buildings have been put in a sanitary condi- 
tion, the old plumbing removed, and re-plumbed according to 
the city ordinance. 

Two buildings have been found connected with the new 
system of sewage still maintaining unsanitary plumbing, old 
style traps and no ventilation; these have been re-plumbed. 


CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


There has been an excess of contagious diseases the past 
year over the year of 1895. Scarlet fever has been less, only : 
9 cases having been reported, all of which recovered. During 
the months from April to August measles was rampant, 105 
cases occuring in those four months out of a total of 117 cases 
reported for the year The Board found itself quite unable to 
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check, to any great degree, this disease as many families hav- 
ing it gave “home treatment," not calling a physician, and 
thus no report of such cases would reach this Board, the 
patients being allowed to mix with other children, spreading 
the contagion. It is probable that not more than half the 
cases of measles occurring in the city were reported. Only 
one fatality occurred from this disease. 
— The most serious trouble has been from diphtheria. The 
first case was reported in March, during which month 5 cases 
appeared; Apri! had 4; May only 1; in June 7 cases; in July 
18 eases occurred ; in August 14. Immediately after the open- 
ing of schools for the fall term the disease appeared in Lower 
Barkerville. ‘The Board at once visited that district and 
found three houses infected, located within a few yards of 
each other. This outbreak appears to have started with a 
family having eleven children, the fact of its existence having 
been kept secret until the other neighbors’ families were in- 
fected That region was quarantined at once and all children 
from the infected district ordered to be kept from school. 
After three weeks these children were allowed to resume at- 
tendance at school, and immediately the disease began to 
spread. Children living remotely from each other were at- 
tacked. It appeared to this Board that the association at 
school only could account for the manner of this second ap- 
pearance, and the school was closed. The epidemic stopped at 
once and no further cases appearing, the school was re-opened 
after disinfecting the school house and destroying such 
articles as were most likely to be infected. This seemed to be 
efficient treatment and no more cases were reported in that 
locality until in December, when an outbreak simultaneously 
in four families occurred, no less than thirteen cases appear- 
ing at once. Immediate and stringent quarantine was placed 
on the infected houses and no more cases occurred in that 
region. In September 25 cases occurred in the city. During 
October 17, November 5, and in December 21, a total of 117 
cases. 

In most instances the cause of the outbreak has been dis- 
covered and at once corrected. One family of seven children 
were infected by the disease being brought home by the 
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mother who, disregarding the quarantine, went to assist her 
sister who was afflicted with the disease, believing it was not 
contagious. Seven cases occurred in this family including the 
mother. We believe she is now converted in her views. 

One practice in our schools is without doubt a fruitful 
method of transmitting the infection and we have reason to 
believe was instrumental in spreading contagion at the 
Stearnsville school. We refer to the method of collecting 
pencils used by pupils during the day and passing them out 
indiscriminately the following day. We trust that the school 
authorities will order this practice permanently discontinued 
as pernicious in its effects. When a pupil is reported as sick 
with scarlet fever or diphtheria, the books used by such pupil 
should at once be burned. Most cases appearing in the im- 
mediate city have been sporadic and no epidemic form has ap- 
peared The quarantine notice has generally been sufficient 
to keep neighborhood associations at bay so that no house to 
house infection has developed. ` 

The Board has for the past year furnished antitoxin to cases 
needing it. Where used it has given great satisfaction and 
undoubtedly has saved many lives. 'The greater number of 
fatal cases were those where this remedy was not used or its 
use neglected until the disease had advanced too far to get its 
peculiar effect. All cases of membraneous croup are classed as 
diphtheritic and should be reported as such. At least one 
ease of croup was treated by antitoxin and apparently a life 
saved by its timely use. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 


The Board, with the assistance of our Inspector of Cattle, 
has kept up the work for the eradication from our city of tu- 
berculosis in cattle. Our theory is that this disease in the 
human family is eaused more frequently and to greater degree 
from infection through food and milk than from inheritance. ` 
One may inherit a zendency to this disease, by weak lungs, or 
digestion, but may never develop tuberculosis unless the seeds 
are planted from without through food under cooked, or milk. 

For the year 1895 there were 50 deaths from this disease in 
a total of 354, or one in every 7 from all causes. Had such 
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fatality occurred from any other infectious or contagious dis- 
ease the people would have been panic stricken in fear. With 
this disease, however, the people seem to regard the inevitably 
fatal. issue as a matter of fate from which it is useless to at- 
tempt escape, making little or no effort to allay the cause 
without official demands. For the past three years this Board 
has been untiring in the efforts to clear out from all herds of 
cattle, especially those furnishing the publie with milk, all 
diseased animals. "This effort on our part has met with ob- 
stacles not only on the part of cattle owners, but from higher 
authority back of us. However, after nearly decimating the 
milk-giving portions of our herds, the excellent report of the 
Inspector shows the herds of this city to be practically free 
from this trouble. We do not think it claiming too much to 
say that we have as clean, if not the cleanest herd, as any city 
or town in the state. Since our report of last year, we have 
had many inquiries from different parts of the United States 
as to our methods of handling this disease. 

The mortuary report of this year gives only 31 cases of 
death from diseases which might be construed as coming from 
. tubercular affections. This decrease from last year may or 
may not be a result of our labors to wipe out the disease from 
cattle. We believe it has had at least some effect, and look 
for still further decrease as years go by and cases already af- 
fected are eliminated from our list. "Tuberculosis may not be 
a curable disease, but itis preventable. We desire to make 
our city free from it and desire the co-operation and assistance 
of the people to bring about such results. 

During the past year we have kept close watch on all beef 
cattle for slaughter and from one source have found five head 
for slaughter suffering from tuberculosis. These were found 
unfit for food on account of disease and destroyed. As these 
cattle came from one dairy outside of the city limits, every ef- 
fort was brought to bear to have the owner submit his herd to 
the tuberculin test. The herd consisted of (41) forty-one 
head. These, by consent of the owner, were submitted to the 
test, and all but four of the entire herd showed evidence of 
disease. These were, by order of the Cattle Commissioners, 
sent to Brighton for slaughter, in all making forty-two dis- 
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eased. This herd had been inspected at different times by 
their local inspector, who pronounced them all right without 
the test. This only goes to show how little can be done by 
incompetent inspectors and without the proper modes of test- 
ing. 

PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


It is to be regretted that one school building should be made 
the store-house for all the old books from all other schools in 
the city. These old books, as soon as unfit for use, should be 
destroyed a7 once. The general collection and distribution of 
peucils at night and morning should be done away with and 
each child should have its own pencil to be kept in its own 
desk. The general drinking cup should be a thing of the past 
as it is a source of danger. Each child should have a cup of 
its own as is the case in many schools. It was shown by a 
recent investigation in this state that the general drinking 
cup in a publie school was the source of contagion and the 
source was to be done away with. The floors of school houses 
should be washed oftener than once in two months, as is now 
the custom. School floors should be sprinkled with moistened 
sawdust and properly swept with brooms not brushes.

REPORT 


OF THE 


Inspector of Milk and Cattle. 


To the Mayor and Gentlemen of the City Council, Pittsfield, Mass.: 


I herewith submit the report of my work as your inspector 
for the year 1896. 

In addition to the slaughter house and milk inspections, the 
work for the year has comprised a complete inspection of all 
the herds, both dairy and other, owned in the city. 

In regard to tuberculosis, I am glad to be able to report a 
very satisfactory condition of things. Practically all of our dairy 
herds are absolutely free from disease, and with the exception ` 
of two or three herds, belonging to private individuals, who 
have refused competent investigation, the disease may be said 
to be non-existent in our city. 

While we may congratulate ourselves that our internal milk 
supply is at least derived from wholesome sources, it 1s a matter 
for regret that the produce derived from outlying towns, 
where no thorough investigations have been conducted, must 
be looked on with grave suspicion. Within the past two 
weeks the owners of an out of town herd, from which the 
House of Mercy has been receiving its milk supply, requested 

-me to ascertain the condition of their animals by applying the 
tuberculin test. It resulted in revealing the appalling fact 
that thirty-five (35) out of forty-one (41), or approximately 88 
per cent of the animals were suffering from tuberculosis. In 
justice to the owners of this herd it remains to be said that 
comparatively recently they had the animals inspected by a 
local veterinarian and their local town inspector, who without 
testing-them pronounced them free from disease. 

For some time past I have been endeavoring to have the 
milk dealers from out of town follow the example of the dairy- 
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men of Pittsfield and submit their herds to the tuberculin 
test; but while I have not received absolute deal from any, 
yet at the same time I have met with very little encourage- 
ment from them. Considering that every one of the Pittsfield 
dairymen have already submitted to this system of inspection, 
and considering that the state pays full value for the animals 
condemned, there seems to be no reasonable excuse why deal- 
ers from the surrounding towns should not conform to the 
system which has been found so efficient in our own city. 

At a later date it might be well for you to instruct your in- 
spector to refuse to renew the licenses of dealers who cannot 
show satisfactory evidence that their herds are free from dis- 
ease. 

As to the quality of the milk supply, I submit the following 
report, which was made the subject of a special bulletin last 
September. 


PITTSFIELD'S YEARLY MILK BILL. 


By statisties compiled from the returns made by the licensed 
dairymen for the year 1895, it is estimated that the average 
daily sale of milk in this city amounts to 5162 quarts the year 
round. This at an average price of five and a half cents per 
quart makes the sum of $283.91 per day, or $103,627.15 per 
year, which the citizens of Pittsfield pay for milk. 

This amount according to the sources of supply is distrib- 
uted as follows:

Considering that milk is such an universal article of diet, 
and considering the large monetary interests involved, no 
apology need be offered for requiring that the article supplied 
shall be pure and wholesome, and of fair standard quality. 
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In line with this object your inspector, on the 20th of 
August, endeavored to make a complete test of the milk of 
every licensed dealer in the city. 

Owing to the difficulty in collecting samples, it was found 
impossible to reach every dealer in one day, but a quart of 
milk was obtained from each of thirty-two of the dairymen, 
and eac sample was immediately thereafter subjected to the 
Babcock test. The standard required by law is that milk 
shall contain not less than a total of thirteen per cent. solids. 

There is no legal standard for cream, but experts find that 
average milk from the average cow contains 32 per cent. of 
butter fats.

From the above table it will be seen that there is room for 
considerable improvement in quality of the milk retailed in 
our city. Dealers selling milk below standard have been duly 
notified, and their produce will be subjected to further super- 
vision until brought up to the required standard. 

N. B.—It is important that the contents of the milk cans 
should be frequently stirred while being retailed in small 
quantities. The following quotation from the report of Mr. 
George M. Whittaker of the State Dairy Bureau coincides. 
^" with my experience in several instances in Pittsfield: 


“In one or two cases where milk of very poor quality was 
found, the inspector on a second visit got milk of much higher 
quality, in one case almost cream, showing that the dealer had 
been careless in mixing the milk, giving some customers 
cream from the top of the tank, while others got skim milk 
from the bottom." 
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Stock owners resident in Pittsfield can at any time have 
their milk tested free of charge. All that is necessary is to 
supply a quart of milk in a clean bottle. 

To this report, I have to add that subsequent tests of milk 
from sources where the standard was lowest have shown a 
more satisfactory quality of milk. 

During the year I have received for milk licenses the sum 
of $21.00. These fees are the property of the city and my 
cheque for this amount has to-day been deposited with the 
City Treasurer.

Zo His Honor, the Mayor, and City Council of the City of 
Pittsfield. 


The Board of Overseers of the Poor respectfully submit 
their sixth annual report ending Dec. 31st, 1896. 

The Board was organized February the fifth, 1896, by elect- 
ing John W. Clark chairman and William Dimick clerk and 
superintendent. 

There has been an unusually large: demand for aid the past 
year, owing largely to the business depression, which still con- 
tinues, and large numbers of unemployed persons, many of 
them with large families, have been compelled from sheer 
necessity to apply to this Board for temporary aid. 

The Overseers have never refused to aid the worthy unfor- 
tunate, but have aided willingly and cheerfully. 

The inmates at the Almshouse have been well supplied with 
wholesome food, and the sick and infirm have been given every 
attention necessary for their comfort, and we are satisfied that 
the home comfort will compare favorably with any similar in- 
stitution in the state. 

Mr. and Mrs. Shaw and their assistants are untiring in 
their efforts for the comfort of those committed to their care. 

A new barn has been built, 64 by 45 feet, two stories high, 
containing horse and cow stables and carriage house, at an ex- 
pense of $3,700. 

We would call the attention of the City Council to the im- 
portance of connecting the Almshouse by telephone. In case 
of sickness or fire,as well as at other times,it would be a great 
convenience. 
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We would urge upon the City Council the importance of a 
better water supply. Several weeks the past summer water 
had to be carted from brooks for washing, leaving no surplus 
in case of fire. The City has too much property exposed 
without some adequate protection. 

The Board of Public Works have given the Overseers of the 
Poor the use of the Burbank Park for the present, to fertilize 
and cultivate and raise crops, which will add materially to the 
supply of milk, which is so essential in such an institution. 

The following statements and tables of the Clerk and Supt. 
of Almshouse, will show the number of City, Town and State 
paupers. Receipts and disbursements in detail. 

The number employed at the Almshouse is five, as follows: 

William Shaw, warden, $650.00 and living. 

C. W. Kilmer, assistant, $42 per month. 

David Price, nigbt watchman, $18 per.month. 

Assistant matron for female insane, $20 per month. 

Assistant in kitchen $16 per month. 

Total per year, $1802.00.

The total number receiving aid, outside of the Almshouse, 
during the year ending Dec. 31 was 793,a much larger number 
than any previous year. Of this number 140 families of 486 
persons were settled and living in this city; 40 families of 128 
persons had legal settlements in other cities and towns; 30 
families of 127 persons had no legal settlement in this Com- 
monwealth; 6 families of 30 persons, wife and children were 
settled in this city, the husbands had no settiement in the 
state. 

During the year there were 17 persons at Insane Hospital, 9 
remainiug Dec. 31. Seven children were in St. Vincent 
Moutain Home and were there Dec. 31. 

There was one at the Cottage Hospital for children at Bald- 
winville, and was there Dec. 31. 
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The total expense for all the different classes was $11,241.58, 
exceeding any previous year in the history of the city. 

There have been 78 different inmates at the Almshouse dur- 
ing the year, 32 the whole year,24 insane or idiotic, and 29 sane 
at the close of the year. `

To the Honorable Board, the Overseers of the Poor : 


The past year I have endeavored to do my best in handling 
the City's Farm, both in tilling, clearing and fencing. 

There has been over 100 rods of wire and about the same of 
rail fencing put up the past year; besides fences we have torn 
down, cleared the brush, plowed and pulled the roots. There 
has been, I should think, from five to six acres of woodland 
and swamp cleared of underbrush, dead limbs and poor trees 

The crops have been exceedingly good. I think the grass. 
land would be profitably benefitted if fertilizers were used. 

Quite a good many expensive articles have been needed, 
among them a top buggy, mowing machine and a cream sep- 
arator. Also the large store-house has been newly shinglede 
The new barn the city saw fit to build has proved very con- 
venient and comfortable. I think it will more than pay for 
the investment in the comfort of the stock and saving of fod- 
der. We have help in the house of one girl in the kitchen, Mr. 
Kilmer and Miss Durffe, assistants, and Mr. Price, watchman. 
We feel they are all deserving much credit for their faithful- 
ness. I think our sick have had the best of medical treatment 
by Dr. Mercer, who has immediately attended every call, be- 
sides numerous other visits.

SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


CITY PHYSICIAN. 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and the City Council. 
GENTLEMEN: 


CITY ALMSHOUSE. 


There has been no sickness in the City Almshouse during 
the past year, which could in any way be traced to unhealthy 
conditions of the institution or its surroundings. In the sane 
department the inmates are mostly all chronic invalids, yet it 
is wonderful how satisfied and contented these poor people be- 
come, and how happy are the last years of their lives after be- 
ing domiciled in this pleasant home. Besides the salubrity of 
this asylum, with its pure mountain air and unobstructed sun- 
light, a system of simple rules, which are kindly, but firmly 
enforced,combined with a general cheerfulness in its govern- 
meent, contribute largely in eliciting obedience and respect 
from the inmates. ‘Those persons, therefore,who have the use 
of their minds, although suffering somewhat from special 
bodily ailments, are happy indeed when compared with the 
other class of unfortunates whose mental faculties are beyond 
the hope of recovery. The assistanis, who have particular 
charge of the male and female insane departments, have the 
most unenviable of positions amongst the whole range of du- 
ties connected with the institution because there are a few 
members in each of these departments who are not only insane, 
but also idiotic. These have to be fed, and dressed and treated 
just like babies, and it can be plainly seen how uninviting 
some of these duties must be. Ihave often thought and felt, 
while witnessing the attendants in the performance of these 
unpleasant offices, that such services should be very fully com- 
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pensated. We have had some deaths occur among the inmates 
during the past year, but the causes were principally inherent 
upon old age. 


THE WATER SUPPLY AT THE ALMSHOUSE. 


We were very much surprised this last summer to find a 
total failure for two or three weeks of the supply of water 
from the spring to which is attached the windmill. The lack 
of supply in the summer of 1895 was not to be wondered at,as 
a general drought existed all over the country at that time. 
The history of this spring of water, given by the oldest inhab- 
itants living near it, was that it was never known to have be- 
come dry; thatit was, in other words, a never failing spring of 
pure water, This statement, I am inclined to think, might 
have been true in all particulars, as the demand upon it must 
have been very limited, previous to the erection of the wind- 
mill. With such an account of the quantity and quality of the 
water, the short distance to the institution, and the pressing 
need for such an important article as pnre water, very natur- 
ally all those who were in any way interested with the welfare 
and connected in the management of the institution, were de- 
sirous that some kind of an apparatus should be arranged to 
convey this water to the Almshouse. "Therefore, the advisa- 
bility and wisdom of erecting a windmill over this spring was 
urged upon the City Government, and an appropriation was 
granted for that purpose. The windmill has done its work 
admirably in forcing the water into the tanks in the building, 
but other difficulties are now found to exist, which could not. 
be foreseen except by time and use. When it was found that 
the water had entirely given out in the spring, Mr. Shaw, the 
Superintendent, had tte bed of the spring sunk deeper, thus. 
letting the pipe from the windmill lower down, and hoping by 
this experiment to get a larger quantity of water. This, how- 
ever, proved to be a failure, and especially so at that season of 
the year when the use of it might be most needed for the safety 
of the institution and its inmates. There is alsoanother defect 
which cannot be avoided with the present apparatus. It has 
been observed by Mr. Shaw that there are four or five days in 
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each month throughout the year during which there is no wind 
to give the necessary motor power to the fan of the windmill, 
and consequently on these days, even with sufficient water in 

the spring, the mstitution is completely deprived of it. At 
such times they have to depend on the small spring from the 
farm, which only gives them sufficient water for drinking and 
cooking. When the water from the spring gave out last sum- 
mer, the supply had to be procured froma stream of water 

“half a mile east of the Almshouse, and although two men with 
a horse and cart worked daily carrying water, they were not 
able to adequately supply the demands of the place. The con- 
sumption of water at the Almshouse is very large, but this 
must be expected, when we take into account where and how 
it has to be used. There are four or more water closets, with 
as many bath tubs, which has to be flushed, while washing in 
the laundry occupies four days of every week, and Mr. Shaw 
informs me, that although the capacity of the two tanks 
amounts to about eighty barrels, on each day when washing is 
done this amount is entirely used by four o’clock in the after- 
noon. The problem which now confronts us is where and how 

. to obtain the necessary supply of water for this institution be- 
fore next summer. But inasmuch as it has been stated through 
our city newspapers, even as late as December, 1896, that the 
Board of Public Works,who have chargeof this special branch, 
were contemplating the laying of pipes through West street, in 
which to convey water from the West mountain ponds, to sup- 
plement the present water supply of the city,perhaps then the 
City Almshouse can be easily supplied with water from thiy 
source, and there will be no need of any future experiments 
or attempts to increase the supply. This subject, it appears 
to me, is a most important one, and one which should be given 
careful attention and consideration. 


POLICE STATION. 


The city ordinance, establishing the office of City Physician, 
distinctly states that he shall attend all persons injured or 
sick who may be brought into the Police Station by any of 
the officers of the police force. This service has been rendered 
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to all such eases, but under most unfavorable and trying cir- 
cumstances, which year after year we have been hoping would 
be remedied. The Police Station is made an emergency and 
accident hospital, in which place must be treated all persons, 
whether prisoners or not, who are found upon our publie 
streets, wounded or otherwise sick. Thc classes to which 
these persons usually belong are from among the poor and un- 
fortunate, generally without money or friends, and includes 
females as well as males. The cases are mostly of a surgical 
nature and embrace all imaginable kinds of wounds, which are 
often filled with gravel, sand, coal dust or other foreign ele- 
ments, and have to be thoroughly cleansed before they can be 
dressed. It is often necessary to give au anesthetic to some 
of the injured patients in order that their wounds may be 
properly treated. We have another class of patients, who by 
their indulgence in liquor or narcotics are made genuine mani- 
acs. It is not uncommon to find, when a case of this kind is 
brought into the Station House,that the united efforts cf three 
or four officers is necessary to restrain the patient during his 
period of frenzy, and often this wild delirium continues for the 
greater part of the night. Now, in the present Police Station, 
there is no room set apart or to be had as an accident-room, 
and yet such a room is sadly needed for that special purpose. 
Some of the unfortunates are so weak from loss of blood, shock 
or cold that they are unable to sit in a chair while having their 
wounds dressed,and consequently have to be laid upon blankets 
on the floor, where they have to remain all night. There is 
only one small room for the sick, with a single bed in it. This 
room will barely accommodate one person, and if a female 
should chance to be in the Station House under arrest, this is 
the only place to keep her, although at one time four such per- 
sons had to be kept there all night. Then again, there should 
be a couple of cells properly padded, in which might be safely 
placed those cases suffering from maniacal delirium to which I 
have already referred. Such a provision would obviate the 
present poor facilities and enable the officers to perform their 
patrol duties, instead of having to remain the most of the 
night in the Police Station guarding a case of this character. 
In mv report to the Honorable Mayor and City Council of 


— 
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1894 I mentioned the very bad condition and dangerous crowd- 
ing of the Station House, as well as the amazing pen-like pro- 
visions for the sick and wounded. Mr. John Nicholson, the 
Chief of Police, in his report of the same year, dwelt very 
strongly upon the great need there was for a larger building, 
where the business of his department could be more conven- 
iently transacted. The then acting City Government had plans 
drawn for an addition to the present building,which, if carried 
out, would have given better aecommodations, at least for a 
few years; but why this work was never done, I am unable 
to explain, and as a consequence we have had to go on year 
after year without any response to our hufnble petition. The 
Chief of Police will, I am sure, verify these statements in all 
their features, and I am led to believe that there is no one 
among the officials of the citv who feels more keenly the want 
of proper accommodations than he does in this department of 
the civil service. That such a condition of things should be 
found to exist in this department in the City of Pittsfield must 
appear strange to many. In Pitssfield, where culture, refine- 
ment,philanthrophy and charity have so many noble advocates, 
and where liberal provision in office room has been made for 
every other department where the official business of the city 
is transacted. The apartments are well lighted and ventilated 
and furnished with all the modern improvements and conven- 
iences. We do not say this from any invidiousness towards 
these officers or their accommodations, but rather to illustrate 
the deplorable conditions under which the police department 
has to conduct its business and to show the justice of our ap- 
peal for better accommodations.

To His Honor, the Mayor, and Board of Aldermen: 


. GENTLEMEN :—I hereby submit to your honorable Board the 
annual report for Soldiers’ Relief as follows: 

Thirty-five persons or families have been aided from the ap- 
propriation, two were insane, one at Northampton Lunatic 
Hospital and one in a private family at East Brookfield. 
Kight families were living in other towns but settled in this 
city. Four families have been aided Having settlements in 
other towns, from which the city will be reimbursed. Twen- 
ty-three families or persons were living in this city. 

. The Amount paid for Edwin J. Gouch has been reimbursed 
to the city by his guardian, E. P. Kendrick, and the city will 
be relieved from any further expense on his account. 

One widow was in receipt of a small pension, but it was 
found that the pension was illegal and it was discontinued, 
the widow not being able to prove satisfactory that her hus- 
band was ever in the service. The amount which had been . 
paid her from the soldiers’ relief fund was discontinued. After 
that was aided by the Overseers of Poor.

One hundred and eighteen dogs registered last year were 
disposed of; twenty-four of this number were shot. 

The present regular force of eighteen police officers, which 
includes the captain and chief of police, perform all the regu- 
lar duties of the Police department, with the exception of the 
services rendered by the police matron in the care of female 
prisoners, the services of two special police officers have been 
required only election days. 

An examination of the foregoing table of arrests will show 
an increase of twenty-eight in number, and also that thirty-one 
more persons were arrested for offences against persons and 
property, than during the same period of the year ending De. 
cember 15th A. D. 1895,which were disposed of as follows: For 
the crime of adultery one person was held for the grand jury, 
two complaints were filed,and three persons were defaulted and 
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now fugitives from the justice of this Commonwealth. For 
assaults on police officers two persons were committed to the 
House of Correction and eight persons were ordered to pay 
fines and costs. For assaults with a dangerous weapon two 
persons were committed to the House of Correction and four 
persons were ordered to pay fines and costs. One person ar- 
rested for an assault with intent to kill was found not guilty 
and discharged. One person charged with an attempt to eom- 
~ mit robbery was committed to the State Farm as a vagrant. 
For assault and battery two persons were committed to the 
House of Correction, twenty were ordered to pay fines and 
costs, thirteen complaints were filed during good behavior and 
six persons were found not guilty and were discharged. Two 
persons charged with the crime of bastardy were ordered to find 
surety for their apparance at the Superior court,and these cases 
are still pending For breaking and entering to commit lar 
ceny two persons were committed to the House of Correction 
for the terms of 18 and 17 months respectively. Three persons 
were committed to the Massachusetts Iteformatory indetermi- 
nately. Twoindictments are still pending. One person de- 
faulted and three complaints against juvenile offenders were 
continued generally. For breaking glass one complaint was 
placed on file on payment of fine and costs. 

For the crime of burglary, two persons were arrested for 
breaking and entering four dwelling houses in the night-time 
of the twenty-sixth day of July, they pleaded guilty to three 
indictments, and were sentenced to the State Prison in Boston, 
one for the maximum term of sixteen years and the minimum 
term of twelve years, and the other for the maximum term of 
ten years and the minimum term of six years, and the pro- 
perty stolen from the four places was nearly all recovered. 
Fifteen persons, arrested upon a capias, were ordered to pay 
costs. Four persons were charged with cruelty to animals, 
three were ordered to pay fines and costs, one was found not 
guilty and discharged. For carrying concealed weapons, 

_ three persons were ordered to pay fines, and one complaint 
was placed on file. For being a common night walker, one 
person was committed to the Woman's Prison at Sherburne 
for one year. For defrauding landlord, one complaint was 
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placed on file, upon payment of board-bill. For disturbing 
public assembly, two persons were ordered to pay fines. For 
being disturbers and breakers of the peace, forty persons were 
ordered to pay fines, one person was committed to the House 
of Correction, one person was ordered to find surety to keep 
the peace, three complaints were continued generally, eleven 
complaints were placed on file during good behavior, and six 
persons were found not guilty and discharged. For keeping 
a disorderly house, one person was committed to the House of 
Correction, and one person was committed to the Woman’s 
Prison. For dipsomania, one person was committed to the 
Asylum at Foxboro. Eight hundred and eight four persons 
were arrested for the crime of drunkenness, six hundred and 
one of these were ordered to pay fines, thirty-five were com- 
mitted to the House of Correction, three were committed to 
the Woman’s prison, three were committed to the Massachu- 
setts Reformatory and one to the Asylum for Dipsomaniacs at 
Foxboro. Thirty-two were ordered released at the Police Sta- 
tion, twenty-four were released on probation, four appealed 
and were convicted. Twenty-four complaints were continued 
generally, one hundred and fifty-four complaints were placed 
on file and three persuns were found not guilty and were dis- 
charged. 

For the crime of embezzlement one complaint was continued 
generally. For evading railroad fare one complaint was placed 
on file. For fornication three persons were found not guilty 
and were discharged and one complaint placed on file. Seven 
fugitives from justice were arrested in the city during the 
year; one of these charged with the crime of larceny was de- 
livered to the police authorities of Lenox, Mass.; one charged 
with neglect cf family was delivered to the police authorities 
of the city of Springfield; one charged with the crime of em- 
bezzlement was delivered to the police authorities of the town 
of Adams; one charged with the crime of larceny was delivered 
to the police authorities of the city of Lynn; one charged with 
the crime of forgery was delivered to a Deputy United States 
marshal at Boston; one charged with the crime of larceny was 
discharged by the court, as the authorities of the state of Ver- 
mont, from whence it was charged said fugitive had fled, were 
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unable to procure the necessary extradition papers; and one 
charged with the crime of forgery, in several cities and towns 
. in this Commonwealth, was delivered to the police authorities 
of the city of Fall River. One person charged with fraudu- 
lently obtaining property was committed to the House of Cor- 
rection, three complaints were continued and one complaint 
filed on payment of costs. Five persons were arrested charged 
with unlawfully conducting the business as itinerant venders ; 
after being admitted to bail four of these proceeded to conduct 
their business as before and were again arrested,convicted and 
ordered to pay tines, which they did promptly, closed their 
business and left the city: four other complaints against these 
p2rsons were filed during their absence; one person was found 
not guilty and discharge. Three insane persons, cared for by 
the Department, were taken to their homes, and five persons 
were committed to the Insane Hospital at Northampton. For 
the crime of larceny thirteen persons were committed to the 
House of Correction, three persons were committed to the 
Massachusetts Reformatory, thirteen persons were ordered to 
pay fines,twu juvenile offenders were committed to the Lyman 
School for Boys and two were placed in the charge of the State 
Board. Complaints against seven persons were placed on file 
and five persons were found not guilty and discharged. 

For the crime of larceny from the person two persons were 
committed to the House of Correction, one person was com- 
mitted to the Massachusetts Reformatory. For the crime of 
larceny from a building one person was found not guilty and 
discharged. For being guilty of Jewd and lascivious behavior 
one*person was committed to the Woman’s Prison at Sher- 
burne for one year. For loitering one person was ordered to 
pay fine and costs. For neglecting to support family one per- 
son was committed to the House of Correction, two persons 
were ordered to pay fines and one person was found not guilty 
and discharged. For maintaining a nuisance one pefson was 
ordered to pay a fine. For profanity one person was ordered 
to pay a fine and one complaint was placed on file. Forty- 
three gallons of intoxicating liquors were seized and ordered 
forfeited by the court and delivered to the chief of the district 
police. For stubbornness three complaints were continued by 
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the court during good behavior. For threatening one com- 
plaint was placed on file, one person found not guilty and dis- 
charged. For trespassing two complaints were placed on file. 
For being habitual truants six offenders were committed to 
the Truant School, eight complaints are now pending and five 
complaints were placed on file. For unlawful peddling three 
persons were ordred to pay fines. For unlawful taking team 
one person was ordered to pay a fine. For unlawfully walking 
on a railroad track one complaint was placed on file. For the 
crime of vagrancy eight professional vagrants were committed 
to the State Farm at Bridgewater,four to the House of Correc- 
tion, one to the Massachusetts Reformatory and forty-two 
complaints were placed on file. For violating liquor laws one 
person paid fifty dollars, one person was committed to the 
House of Correction for the term of five months on two com- 
plaints and two months on one complaint that had been placed 
on file on condition that he would discontinue violating the 
liquor laws, one complaint was placed on file. For violating 
city ordinances three complaints were placed on file. 

The many miscellaneous duties performed by the Depart- 
ment require a great amount of the time and attention of the 
officers. Their attendance at public assemblys and weddings 
in all parts of the city is requested many times during the 
pear. The services of two officers are also required at all en- 
tertainments in the Academy of Music. All notices for meet- 
ings of the City Government are served by the police, and also 
all summons to the Department. Over seven hundred notices 
to liquor dealers were served, forbidding the sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquor to persons who were addicted to its excessive se, 
Seven hundred and twenty-nine doors to business houses are 
carefully examined every night to see that they are securely 
fastened ; three hundred eighty-seven were found to have been 
left unfastened. ` 

The protection of property from loss by fires depends largely 
upon their prompt discovery; the officers have given particu- 
lar attention to this line of duty and nine alarms were 
rung in during the year; two fires were discovered and extin- 
guished by the officers which might have been serious had 
they not been promptly discovered. - 
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A thorough canvass of the city was made for the location of 
unlicensed dogs, and one hundred and fifty-two dogs were 
found that had not been returned to the Assessors or duly 
registered; the total number of dogs now registered are nine 
hundred and twenty-two; one hundred and eighteen dogs reg- 
istered during the year 1895 have been disposed of. 

Three thousand,nine hundred and seventy-nine lodgers were 
accommodated at the Police Station since December 15th,1895, 
and fifty-five professional tramps found in the woods and barns 
adjoining the railway tracks; thirteen of these were committed 
for threatening and assaulting persons in the city who had re- 
fused to comply with their demands for money. This class 
will not apply at the Station, as many of them are wanted or 
have served time for various offences, therefore for the better 
protection of personal property a bicycle patrol was established 
for the purpose of driving these offenders out of the city and de- 
stroying their camps and cooking utensils,which were located in 
the adjoining woods, making the purchase of another bicycle 
desirable, as many of the officers are now proficient in their 
use, they become almost indispenable. 

As the citizens residing at the Junction were greatly an- 
. noyed by the large number of tramps in their vicinity, a peti- 
tion was presented to the city authorities for better poliec pro- 
tection in the night time, and regular police service has been 
rendered there since Angust 15th, 1895. 

While fully appreciating that the policy of retrenchment 
and economy in public expenditures is most expedient, yet it 
would seem that the proposed new addition to the Police Sta- 
tion could be very properly considered along the lines of the 
necessary and permanent improvements to public building 
during the year ensuing. Your attention is therefore most re- 
spectfully called to the annual report of this Department for 
the year ending December 15th, 1895, which more fully sets 
forth the present limited and inadequate accommodations and 
the proposed new addition. Many violent sick and injured 
persons suffering from the excessive use of intoxicating liquor 
or other causes are cared for at the Station by the City Physi- 
cian, Doctor Wm. M. Mercer, and the Department is greatly 
indebted to him for the prompt and efficient manner in which 
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his services have always been rendered. His many visits to 
tothe Station have afforded him an excellent opportunity to 
know how very much, some better accommodations are needed 
for all persons in the custody of the Department, therefore 
your attention is also called to his annual report for the year 
ending 1896. 

Mrs. Sarah M. Dean, the very efficient police matron, must 
also necessarily labor under many disadvantages, as no proper 
or suitable provisions were ever made by the city for the care 
and custody of female prisoners. 

This department is greatly indebted to the Police Author- 
ities of the city of Albany for the valued services rendered in 
the arrest of Henry Morton, charged and convicted of the. 
crime of burglary. 

During the year the officers have given their best efforts in 
the enforcement of the laws and ordinances and in the detec- 
tion and conviction of criminals, and have been remarkably 
successful, which is due, I think, to their uniform co-operation 
and personal interest and pride in the success of the Depart- 
ment. 

To His Honor, the Mayor, W. F. Hawkins, Esq., and to the 
Honorable City Council, for the valued assistance rendered me 
in the discharge of the duties of this department, and in the 
improvement of the police service, I extend my sincere 
thanks.
